WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of State William |. 
Clayton, ranking American au- 
thority on foreign economic pol- 
icy, flew to London today at the 
climax of British-French efforts 
to win Russian co-operation in the 
Marshall proposal for European 
recovery, 

Clayton is the first high State 
Department official to visit Eu- 


rope since Secretary George ©. 
Marshall on June 5 called for 
European governments to take 
the initiative in working out their 
own salvation before the United 
States gives further financial aid. 

Authoritative indications were 
that Clayton would tell any Brit- 
ish officials who raised the ques- 
tion that Marshall wants some- 
thing more than merely a new 
schedule of loans and grants. The 
idea Clayton is prepared to em- 
phasize is that the United States 
will back only a plan providing 
for minimum American aid and 
maximum European self-help. 

Russian Reaction. 

American officials privately wel- 
comed reports from Moscow and 
London that the Soviet govern- 
ment is “interested” in the Mar- 
shall plan and may participate in 
or observe discussions of it. An 
organization of Europe which in- 
cluded some of the food resources 
of the Soviet Union would be 
much more self-reliant than one 
without those resources. 

But there is considerable ske 
tictsm that the Russians really 
will go along with full-scale recov- 
ery planning. Some authorities 
said the Russians would more 
likely try to spike the project. 

American policy-makers believe 
that Moscow seeks to use disorder 
and suffering as instruments of 
spreading. Communism over Eu- 
rope, 

Authorities foresee three possi- 
bilities of Soviet action on the in- 
vitatiqn sent to Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov Wednesday by For- 
eign Ministers Ernest Bevin of 
Britain and Georges Bidault of 
France. These are for the Rus- 
sians (1) to change their policy 
and begin working for a united 
and organized but non-Commu- 
nized Europe; (2) to reject the 
British-French bid outright and 
fight the Marshall plan; (3) to 
join the plan and try to stall it or 
wreck it entirely by working from 
the inside. 

Russia is not nearly so con- 
cerned about the availability of 
dollars in her own economy 4s are 
all the other countries of Europe. 
It has been approximately a year 
now since a prelimimary exchange 
of letters about a $1,000,000,000 
American loan to Russia stopped 
and there has been no practical 
Soviet move since to reopen nego- 
tiations.

eer The voting agreement was 
reached after 28% hours of Sen- 
ate session, by consent of all 
present, but the debate went on. 
With only five Senators remain- 
ing on the floor, Senators Mur- 
ray (Dem.), Montana, and Olin 
Johnston (Dem.), South Carolina, 
spoke against the bill. 

Finally, after 30 hours and 52 
minutes—the longest session in 
20 years—and the third longest 
in Senate history—the Senate re- 
cessed until 11 a.m. Monday. Then 
the debate will be continued until 
the hour of the vote. 

Representative Hartley (Rep.), 
New Jersey, co-author of the Dill 
with Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
issued a statement tonight reply- 
ing to the Presidential veto and 
broadcast. He called Truman's 
arguments “false” and accused the 
President of sponsoring “misrepre- 
sentations, half truths and distor- 
tions.” 

Truman gave no sign that he 
plans any further fight to pre 
vent passage of the bill. Yesterday 
he sent his veto message to Con- 
gress, called in 13 Senators for 
a luncheon conference, and took 
his arguments to the nation by 
radio. The House voted 331 to 83 
to override the veto. 

The Monday vote will find two 
Senators absent who could have 
been counted on to support the 
veto. Senator Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, father of the 1935 
Labor Relations Act which the 
bill would change, is ill in New: 
York. Senator Elbert Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, is in Geneva as @& 
delegate to the international trade 
organization and said today he 
would not be her. 

Republicans Bar “Pairs.” 

Taft asserted that their pres- 
ence or absence would not change 
the result. Taking no chances, 
however, the Republicans decided 
that no “pairs” would be allowed: 
for the vote. Under the pairing 
procedure, a Senator who is pres- 
ent sometimes refrains from vot- 
ing in a “pair” with an absent 
Senator who would vote the oppo- 
site way. In view of the two-thirds 
majority required to over-ride the 
veto, Democrats wanted two Re- 
publicans to pair with Wagner 
and two more to pair with 
Thomas. 

Taft, smiling confidently, pre- 
dicted that the veto would be 
overridden “by three or four 
votes.” This was the margin fore- 
cast by other supporters of the 
bill. 

He expressed the belief that 
the sharp floor fight had strength- 
ened his side, rather than weak- 
ened it. 

“We're all right,” he told re- 
porters, “the line is holding very 
well indeed.” 

The line-up was 54 to 17, more 
than a two-thirds majority, when 
the Senate passed the bill June 6. 

The agreement for a vote came 
after Senator Morse (Rep.), Ore- 
gon, had held the floor for one 
minute less than 10 hours. It 
followed an hour of conferences 
on the floor and dickering in the 
cloakrooms among Senator Wher- 
ry (Rep.), Nebraska, the Repub- 
lican whip, and other leaders of 
both sides. Wherry said that his 
earlier experience in “trading 
mules” helped him to win the 
agreement. 

Shift Possible, Says Pepper. 

“We are absolutely certain to 
override the veto,” Wherry said 
to reporters. 

Senator Pepper ((Dem.), Florida, 
chosen to lead the supporters of 
the veto, agreed their outlook was 
glum. 

“The margin at the present time 
is very close,” Pepper said. “It is 
‘against the proponents now by a 
few votes, but that could shift 
over the weekend.” 

Wherry, preliminary to seeking 
the agreement, asked Morse to 
| yield for a question—a procedure 
that would not have deprived him 
of his right to keep on speaking.

True and Tipton were in the

previous stages of the discussion. 

John L. Wilson, president, and 
John C. Baine, vice president of 
the company, were in separate 
conference the early part of the 
session, and the Mayor and fed- 
eral conciliators formed a third 
group. Wilson spent some time in 
telephone conversations with the 
company's office. 

Early in last night's session, the 
Mayor called reporters and pho- 
tographers into the conference, 
but told them no change in the 
position of the contending parties 
had been indicated.

TRUMAN VETO 
OF LABOR BILL 


Co-Author of Measure 
Says President ‘Cer- 
tainly Did Not’ Write 
Message, and Grasped 

Ld 
at Arguments. 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Representative Hartley 
New Jersey, acused President Tru- 
man tonight of sponsoring “mis- 
representations, half truths and 
distortions” in his labor bill veto 
message and contended the Presi- 
dent did not write it himselr. 

The chairman of thé House 
Labor Committee asserted in a re- 
ply ‘o Truman‘’s message and his 
radio address to the nation that 
the President had gone so far as 
to object to language which is not 
in the bill in its present final form. 

Following up a similar attack by 


Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, co-au- 
thor with him of the measure, 
Hartley asserted that the. Presi- 
dent had engaged in “double-talk, 
gham, distortion, abuse; far- 
fetched, strained and tortured in- 
terpretations of clear and simple 
clauses; hysterical grasping at any 
argument, however invalid, 
thwart the will of Congress.” 

Quoting Truman as having said: 
at Princeton, N.J., last Tuesday 
that he had not read the bill, 
Hartley observed that three days 
later the President submitted to 
Congress a 5500-word veto mes- 
gage. ‘ 

(It was on Tuesday that Tru- 
man went to Princeton to receive 
an honorary degree. He told re- 
porters there, in reply to ques- 
tions, that “I haven’t made up my 
mind vet” whether to veto or sign 
the bill.) 

Asks Who Wrote Message. 

“Who wrote the veto message?” 
Hartley demanded in a statement. 
Certainly the President did not. 
The President, I think, is an 
‘honest man. But the veto mes- 
sage ig studded with misrepresen- 
tations, half truths and distor- 
tions. 

“They are the same misrepre- 
sentations, half truths and distor- 
tions that leftwing lawyers for the 
CIO and leftwing lawyers for the 
Labor board have been circulating 
for weeks.” 

Repeating Taft’s assertion that 
the President was not fully fa- 
miliar with the bill, Hartley said 
he found one “interesting thing” 
in the message in this connection. 

“The President talks of terrible 
things, that according to his left 
wing lawyers, might, perhaps, pos- 
sibly, maybe happen under the lan- 
guage defining featherbedding.’” 
Hartley said. 

“The Taft-Hartley Act does not 
define ‘featherbedding.’ The orig- 
inal Hartley bill dia. But the def- 
inition was deleted _in conference 
and does not appear in the act 
the President vetoed. One won- 
ders more and more if the Presi- 
dent read the bill and, if so, which 
bill.” 

The veto message and the Pres- 
ident'’s statements were inter- 
preted by Hartley as indicating 
that’ Truman “has surrendered to 
the New Deal politicians,” to “the 
Wallaces, the Peppers, the Mar- 
cantonios of the once great Demo- 
cratic party.” 

Recalls Truman Proposal. 

Hartley noted that the Presi- 
dent had not used the “slave 
labor” appellation attached by 
union Jeaders to the bill. 

“That is understandable,” he 
eontinued, “in view of the Presi- 
dent’s own proposal last year that 
we draft workers and compel 
them to work at bayonet point— 
the only ‘slave labor’ proposal to 
before Congress in 100’ 
years.” 

Like Taft, Hartley toék up point 
by point the President’s argu- 
ments on the bill. Where Taft 
had asserted “this is not so,” Hart- 
ley said repeatedly, “this is false.” 

“Truth is,” Hartley declared, 
“the act is a good one. It reflects 
the considered judgment of 400 of 
the 500 Republicans and Demo- 
crats in the House and Senate.”

BRITISH DESIGN 
JET FIGHTER WITH 
NO LANDING GEAR 


LONDON, June 21 (UP)—Brit- 
ish air authorities are reported 


considering a design for a jet-pro- 
pelled carrier fighter with no un- 
dercarriage.

LABOR BILL VETO 
FILIBUSTER THIRD 
LONGEST IN SENATE 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (UP)— 
The filibuster that blocked a labor 
bill veto vote today was the third 
longest in Senate history. 


The longest Senate session on 
record was in February 1915 when 
the Senate met for 54 hours on a 
shipping act. 

Long session No. 2 was in March 
1927, It lasted 37 hours and two 
minutes from 11 a.m. March 2 
until 12:02 a.m. March 4. That 
filibuster was over the contested 
elections of Frank L. Smith of 
Illinois and William S. Vare of 
Pennsylvania. 

The record for a one-man fili- 
buster was set by the late Senator 
Robert M. La Follette Sr., on May 
29-30, 1908. The Wisconsin Pro- 
gressive talked for 18 hours and 
23 minutes on a@ currenc® bill. 

The filibuster against the Taft- 
Hartley labor bill was the first in 
12 years to keep the Senate in ses- 
sion over night. 

The filibusters were Senators 
Glen Taylor, (Dem.), Idaho, and 
Wayne Morse (Rep.), Oregon. 
They got major assists from Sen- 
ators Claude Pepper (Dem.), Flor- 
ida and Harley Kilgore (Dem.), 
West Virginia. Morse talked for 
nine hours, 59 minutes, Taylor for 
eight hours and 25 minutes. 

Neither speech equaled that of 
the late Senator Huey Long 12 
years ago against the National 
Recovery act. The Louisiana Dem- 
ocrat talked for 15 hours and 35 
minutes on June 12-18, 1935.

He Has Asked 4 Times in 
14 Months for Laws to 
Deal With Industrial 


Relations. 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (UP)— 
President Truman has asked Con- 
gress four times in 14 months for 
legislation te deal with labor- 
management relations. 

He has signed into law three 
acts aimed at correcting labor 
union abuses, He has vetoed two. 
He vetoed the Case bill in June 
1946, and the Taft-Hartley bill. 
The Case veto was sustained by 
the House. 

The bills he signed were the 
Hobbs Act making unions liable 
to the federal anti-racketeering 
law; the Lea Act, aimed at James 
C, Petrillo, prohibiting a union 


from requiring radio stations to 
hire more employes than needed, 
and the Portal Pay Act wiping 
out union suits for more than six 
billion dollars in back wage 
claims, 


Truman made these requests for 
labor legislation: 

December 1945—Presidential au- 
thority to appoint fact-finding 
boards in such nationally-impor- 
tant disputes as the General Mo- 
tors strike and then-threatening 
steel strike. A bill providing for 
60-day cooling off period for 
unions, requiring employers to 
submit financial records to fact- 
finind boards, and for a study of 
labor-management relations died 
in committee. 

January 1946—Renewed the re- 
quest. 

May 1946—Asked for temporary 
authority that would draft strik- 
ers affecting national safetey into 
the Army and put them back on 
their jobs after Government seiz- 
ure of the struck facilities. The 
bill was designed to cope with the 
wiilroad strike. Bill passed the 
House but died in the Senate. 

January 1947—In his State of 
the Union message, requested au- 
thority to bar jurisdictional strikes 
and secondary boycotts, require 
compulsory arbitration of griev- 
ances arising under contracts, and 
establish a commission to study 
the entire field of labor-manage- 
ment relations.

AUSTRIA OF GOST 
OF OCCUPATION 


Army to Pay Expenses in 
Dollars, Giving Econ- 
omy of Country ‘Ter- 
rific Shot in Arm.’ 


VIENNA, June 21 (AP)—United 
States Army headquarters an- 
nounced tonight that effective 
July 1 it will purchase Austrian 
schillings, to be used for occupa- 
tion costs, with dollars. 

The program is expected to give 
Austria approximately $20,000,000 
a year in dollar currency, 

The plan, described by an Army 
spokesman as a “terrific shot in 
the arm for Austrian economy 
and morale,” was greeted with en- 
thusiasm by Chancellor Leopold 
Fig] when Lt. Gen. Geoffrey 
Keyes, American high commis- 
sioner in Austria, revealed it to 
him late this afternoon. 

Fig] said, “This is just another 
gesture on the part of the Ameri- 
cans as they do all they can to 
help us rebuild Austria.” 

Gen. Keyes, in announcing the 
project, said it was “in pursuance 
of the announced policy of the 
United States Government of 
treating Austria as a liberated 
nation.” 

Occupation costs have long been 
a major drain on the Austrian 
budget, calling for approximately 
15 per cent of the annual expend!l- 
tures. Of this 15 per cent, the 
United States Army has been re- 
ceiving less than one-quarter. 

The Austrian Government, by 
bearing the costs of occupation, 
has been paying for all properties 
requisitioned by the occupying 
forces and for the payment of all 
local help. Under the new “pay 
as you go” plan, the American 
Army in Austria in reality be- 
comes approximately 15,000 tour- 
ists bringing* badly needed foreign 
exchange into the country. 

It is not considered likely that 
France, Britain or Russia will fol- 
low the American lead. 


PRICE BOOST CUTS BRITISH 
CIGARETTE USE NEARLY HALF 


LONDON, June 21 (AP) — The 
British smoker is lighting six 
cigarettes néwadays for every 10 
he smoked before the price shot 
upward last April 15, the National 
Association of Retail Tobacco- 
nists reported today. 

Popular brands now cost 68 
cents per package of 20, com- 
pared with 48 cents before the 
Government, to cut.dollar spend- 
ing for tobacco, increased the cost.

chitectural Forum points out that 
a house that called for $1000 worth 
of lumber in 1939 now needs $2828 
worth, 

“Contractors feel that a cut of 
20 per cent in lumber prices 
would be enough to bring the 
building market out of hiding,” 
the Forum says. Even such a cut 
would still mean a $2362 lumber 
bill for that house. 

' The slowdown in» construction 
has thrown at least 15,000 building 
tradesmen out of work in New 
York City, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor says. It blames high 
building prices, Contractors, on 
the other hand, stress low produc- 
tivity on the part of labor. 

The growing gravity of the 
housing shortage is shown in most 
cities, ‘Washington reports the 
demand for homes is 10 times 
greater than in the prewar pe- 
riod, yet there was less housing 
construction in the eapital this 
spring than in the spring of 1941. 
In New York City there is only 
one vacant tenement (without 
heat) in every 300 of these poorest 
type flats.

T HERE is no reason why the strike of street car and 
bus operators should last another hour if union leaders 
would agree to let impartial judges decide on the validity 
of the existing arbitration award. . 


WHAT ARE THE FACTS LEADING UP TO THE STRIKE? 


The contract between the company and union outlaws 
strikes. It provides, instead, that disputes will be settled 
by arbitration. Yet, when agreement could not be reached 
last December on a new contract, a majority of the union 
voted to strike. 
respect their contract. 
specializes in labor disputes, drew up the terms on which 
the arbitration would be conducted. 


The company reed to those terms. 


For seven long weeks both sides presented their facts 
and figures to the three arbitrators who had been given 
the power to decide the case by a majority agreement. 
Theh, when the impartial chairman, representing the 
public, announced his decision on wages, which was higher 
than the company offered but smaller than the union was 


demanding, the union representative walked out—even 


though he was the same union lawyer who wrote the rules 
for the arbitrators to follow. 


The company, on the other hand, agreed to the raise 
and signed the award, 


WHAT IS THE UNION’S CASE NOW? 


Now the union leaders say that the award was not 
valid because they refused to be present when it was 
signed. They say no buses or street cars will operate 
until the company agrees to re-arbitrate the arbitration. 


They have attempted to confuse the issue by complain- . 


ing about the company’s substituting a new representative 


At the last minute they finally.agreed to . 
Their lawyer from. Chicago, who 


clearly provides that both parties can substitute arbitrators 
“at any time without in any way affecting the proceeding.” 
This is written into the agreement in the union lawyer’s 
own handwriting and both parties took advantage of it 
several times during the proceedings. 


WHAT IS THE COMPANY’S CASE? 


The company lived up to all terms of the arbitration 
agreement drawn up by the union’s lawyer. We believe 
sincerely that the award was valid and that both sides 
are legally and morally bound to accept it. 


We have repeatedly offered, however, to let the courts 
or an impartial panel of St. Louis lawyers decide whether 
the union or the company is right. If we are wrong, then 
we will abide by the court’s ruling. 


WHY IS IT IMPORTANT TO DECIDE. 
WHETHER THE AWARD IS VALID? 


The union’s representative walked out on the arbitra- 


tion panel; evidently because the public’s representative 
wouldn’t give the union what it wanted. Because he quit, 


union leaders now say the award is not valid. In other. 


words, it is not valid because it apparently doesn’t give 


the union all it wants. 


This is not the first time leaders of the same union 
have followed the same strange reasoning and called a 
strike over an award of an arbitration panel. The strike 
in 1944 also followed an arbitration decision. 


ST. LOUIS PUBLIC 


Under the above plan they will start drawing their 
regular pay immediately and their wage rate would be 
retroactive to January 1, 1947. They will collect all back 
pay due them promptly upon final determination. 


The public, in turn, will get an end to this costly and 
senseless strike. 


And St. Louis will once again take its rightful place 
as a city with the finest transit system in America. 


IS THE MAJORITY AWARD FAIR? 


The majority award of the arbitration panel 
gives a regular bus or street car operator on a 
regular run a raise from $1.08 an hour to $1,227. 
This means he will get at least $58.80 a week or 
$254.80 a month plus many other benefits he 
has enjoyed for years such as two weeks vaca- 
tion with, pay, steady work, free transportation, 
retirement pension, liberal medica] care for 
himself and family, etc. 


Is this a fair wage? Does it cover the higher 
cost of living? 


The new wages for operators granted by the 
award are 62.2% above the average wage for 
1935 to 1939, while the cost of living today in 
St. Louis is only 54.5% higher according to the 
latest U. S. Department of Labor statistics. It 
is obvious that the majority award gives op- 
erators more than enough to ‘cover the rise in 
living costs. Certainly this is more than fair,

Expenditures not included in 
the study were those of hospitals 
organized for profit, of hospital 
facilities operated by industrial 
or commercial establishments for 
.the care of their employes only, 
and of fedéral hospitals. Also 
excluded were expenditures for 
the treatment of non-residents 
and for capital purposes, and do- 
mated services. 

The $17,000,000 figure, .which is 
about half the $36,888,000 spent 
for health and welfare purposes 
here last year, is an increase of 
more than $4,000,000 over 1944, 
the last year a similar study was 
made. Of every dollar earned 
here, the survey showed, about 
one cent was spent for hospital 
care. 

Patients paid hospitals, clinics 
and related institutions about 48 
per cent of the institutions’ funds 
last year, the report said. Public 
sources provided an additional 
44 per cent, the Community Chest 
3 per cent and other sources 5 
per cent. 

City and county funds, how- 
ever, had to pay 61 per cent of 
the total spent by hospitals for 
the chronically and mentally ill, 
and clinics and medical. social 
gervice departments received 39 
per cent of their money from city 
and county taxes.

Gancleinds Over-All Survey _ 
Would Require Several Years; 
Intangible Assets Involved

WASHINGTON, June 21. 


Y calling upon President Truman to initiate a global balance sheet of 
American resources and foreign needs, Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg has 
centered a floodlamp upon the darkest area of our national policy. 


During the last two years the Govern- 
ment has engaged in a program of overseas 
assistance equivalent to one month’s work 
for every man and woman in the United 
States—and this without calculating the 
eventual cost or even discussing our abil- 
ity to pay. 

By June 30 the total of gifts, grants, 
loans and credits will approximate 23 bil- 
lion dollars, or almost one-tenth of the 
current Federal debt. It is more than 20 
times the entire public debt before World 
War I and nearly half of the public debt 
before World War II. Under the Truman 
doctrine, pledging ‘“‘support to free peoples 
who are resisting subjugation by armed 
minorities or by outside pressures,” it is 
a sum less likely to diminish than multiply. 


With such a burden, will the United 
States be able to maintain its fiscal sol- 
vency and productive capacity without 
crushing taxation and drastic reduction 
of living standards? 

In case of future conflict, will the 
nation be bled of wealth and materials 
before the first supersonic rocket, with 
an atom bomb in its warhead, flames 
across the Arctic icecap? 

It was to provide answers to these ques- 
tions that Chairman Vandenberg of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee recent- 
ly called on the President to appoint with- 
out delay a special bipartisan advisory 
council at the highest attainable level. 

“In the final analysis,’’ said Senator Van- 
denberg, “all these programs, though meas- 
ured in dollars, involve, at base, a burden 
upon American production out of American 
resources. It is vitally necessary that our 
studies should mobilize our surest informa- 
tion and best available advice respecting 
(1) the overall latitudes which America 
may safely and wisely plan these foreign 

co-operations: (2) the basis upon which 

they should be undertaken, including recip- 
rocal relations; and (3) the overall neces- 
sities, in Asia as well as Europe, which 
are calculated to be involved.” 

In other words, concluded the influential 
Benator from Michigan, “we need a total 
balance sheet.” He added that the pro- 
posed survey, in his opinion, weuld con- 
stitute “the most important examination in 
many years.” 

Vandenbere’s call for a domestic balance 
sheet was approved by Under Secretary of 
State Will Clayton in a statement made last 
Wednesday at a news conference. He 
edded, however, that the needs of foreign 
countries could best be determined by the 
countries themselves, subject to check by 
American officials. 


Tentative Survey 
Of Aid Requirements. 


Senator Vandenberg’s proposal was fol- 
lowed by a report of former President 
Herbert Hoover, who declared that under 
{ts foreign relief policy the United States 
is already exporting beyond ,its means, and 
that this country should periodically esti- 
mate the quantity of goods and services it 
can ship abroad without peril to is own 
stability. 

No private corporation would embark on 
a major enterprise without scrupulous esti- 
mates of the costs involved and means at 
hand to defray them. Within the next few 
months the Truman administration is ex- 

pected to have at least a tentative survey 
of foreign aid requirements, present and 
prospective. At a press conference on May 
20, Secretary Marshall explained why pres- 
sure was exerted to put in operation the 
new Policy Planning Staff of the State 
Department. The purpose, he said, was to 
make the first comprehensive study, at the 
earliest possible moment, of both economic 
and political conditions in the Far East, 
the Middle East, Europe and Latin America. 

The shocking gap in American strategic 
knowledge concerns the national] reserves 
of finance, manufactures, agricultural 
products and natural resources from 
which demands for foreign aid must be 
supplied. No definitive inventory in this 
field exists. None has ever been as- 
sembled. It seems improbable that in 
the near future even a patchwork sum- 
mary of such information will come into 
being, unless President Truman so orders. 

The country has not lacked warnings 
on the subject. The alarm was sounded 
by Bernard M. Baruch in 1945, when he 
was a witness before the Senate Sub- 
committee on War Mobilization, and 
again in a letter written to Congressman 

Albert Gore (Dem.), Tennessee. Baruch 

told the Senators it was time to take 

stock and agreed that without an inven- 
tory of national resources it would be un- 


safe to chart a course of action.., 

“Before we can decide the question of 
inflation and all the other economic prob- 
lems, domestic and foreign, that are 
facing us,” the elder statesman advised 
Congressman Gore, ‘‘we must get an over- 
all balance sheet of the country—a sort 
of inventory which would show these 
facts: 

“What are our present debts? How 
much will we have to raise for Bretton 
Woods, UNRRA and foreign loans of 
every type? We must examine our pro- 
ductive capacity, survey. all our mineral, 
agricultural and other natural resources 
and study modern scientific methods for 
their replacement. Otherwise we shall 
sink, and the whole world will go down 
with us.” ~~ 
Nothing was done in Congress about 

these proposals. They slumbered until 
April 6 of this year, when Senator Harry 
F. Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, issued a state- 
ment on Greek-Turkish aid. He recalled 
Baruch’s proposal for a national inventory, 
and added: 

“It is certainly the part of prudence to 
survey our resources before we under- 
take new and gigantic financial obliga- 
tions. If Mr. Baruch were appointed by 
the President to conduct such an inven, 
tory, it would do much to clear the minds 
of Americans who are asking: ‘Where 
are we going, and can we pay our way?’ ”’ 

Addressing the Senate on March 22, 
Senator Byrd again nominated Baruch 
as chief of a proposed nation-wide in- 
ventory, but did not follow through with 
a resolution authorizing it. “No inves- 
tigation has been made,” the Senator 
continued, *‘to determine how much we 
can increase our expenditures and sur- 
vive as a free nation.. Some persons 
appear to believe that America is im- 
mune to financial difficulties, There is 
a bottom to every pocket.” 


Total Allotments 
Authorized or Proposed. 


How far the nation has already dug into 
its purse may be calculated from a table 
of foreign aid allotments spent, voted, au- 
thorized or proposed during the two years 
ending June 30. It is taken from statistics 
gathered by the Bureau of the Budget and 
figures added by Under Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson in his speech of May 8 
before the Delta Council at Cleveland, Miss. 
The items are as follows:

The total, in round numbers, is $22,- 
989,000,000, or $164 for every man, 
woman and child in the _ continental 
United States. Against this total, the 
beneficiary nations have repaid some 
$8,000,000,000 in commodities.and from 
their reserves of gold and foreign ex- 
change. There is left a hiatus of nearly 
$15,000,000,000, which can be bridged 
only by American resources of money 
and materials. 

One of the most pressing questions is 
whether the gap will narrow or broaden. 
Optimists are counting on a gradual in- 
crease of imports from debtor countries. 
Others point out that the nations concerned 
are already scraping the barrel bottoms 
of their gold and foreign exchange holdings,

on such official statistics as were available, 
Ickes’s calculation was admittedly in the 
realm of conjecture. Ickes dealt chiefly 
with natural commodities that are known 
and omitted fiscal resources altogether. For 
thinkers of his school money has no essen- 
tial reality, and is merely a symbol for 
products and services. His tabulation was 
as follows: 


Coal of all grades, known and estimated, 
$9,980,000,000,000;' metals and minerals, 
$1,645,000,000,000; petroleum, oil shale 
and natural gas, $75,000,000,000; public 
and private utilities, $63,000,000,000; man- 
ufacturing industry, $50,000,000,000; pub- 
lic and private buildings, $140,000,000,000;

The 
total arrived at in what appears to be the 
one and only attempt to compute an over- 
all account of American wealth was 12 
trillion and 23 billion dollars. 

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch Indicates 
that two sorts of national inventory are 
possible. Without excessive labor and in 
relatively brief time a rough-and-ready syn- 
thesis like that of former Secretary Ickes 
could be assembled from statistics now 
floating about independently in various 
Government departments. 


This was obviously the kind of survey 
that was in the minds of Baruch and 
Herbert Hoover when the former declared 
the job could be done in three months and 
the latter said he could throw the requisite 
data together in two weeks. The logical 
agency for co-ordinating information already 
available, though it has a small staff and 
is not an operating body, is the Council 
of Economic Advisers, which was recently 
set up in the Executive Department, with 
Dr. Edwin G. Nourse as chairman. 


The second sort of inventory, and the 
one of genuine value, would be a conclusive 
and authoritative survey of the country’s 
assets on an over-all basis, including agri- 
culture, mines, forestry, manufactures, 
finance and manpower. It would be a 
task on the scale of the United States 
Census, requiring several years. Special 
legislation and appropriations in Congress 
would doubtless be needed. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce is declared to be most 
suited for the undertaking, in staff, equip- 
ment and experience. 


In the case of assets which are visible 
and tangible—such as manpower, soils, 
planted acreages, crops, livestock and tim- 
ber—a quick and cursory estimate could 
be made reasonably accurate. The Depart- 
ments of Agriculture and Labor sedulously 
gather and make public up-to-date records 
in these fields. A bill authorizing a cen- 
sus of manufactures—who makes what, 
and where and how much—+is regarded as 
likely to be enacted by the Hightieth Con- 
gress. The most recent survey of manu- 
factures was taken in 1939. 


Treasury Department 
Daily Reports Available. 


Available, too, are daily reports from the 
Treasury Department on gold and silver 
stocks, Federal income and expenditure, 
The 
Federal Reserve System keeps over-all rec- 
ords of banking transactions, and the De- 
partment of Commerce performs a like 
service on behalf of trade. For inventory 
purposes, it would be necessary for experts 
to adjust this information to the tax and 
price structures and to congressional appro- 
priations.

figures on American mineral reserves are 
“largely meartagless.”” Less than 10 per 
cent of the country’s surface, he said, has 
been subjected to the basic mapping essen- 
tial to effective exploration. A valid survey 
of natural resources, in Krug’s judgment, 
would normally require 20 years and cost 
a billion dollars. 


There is a strong feeling in Congress 
that ample legislation authorizing an ex- 
haustive inventory of natural resources 
already exists, and that the immediate task 
is to persuade the lawmakers to appropriate 
money with which to implement the statutes. 
An outstanding spokesman for this point 
of view is Senator Jageph C. O*’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, who took the lead in 
the Senate Appropriations Committee 
against cuts slashed by the Republican ma- 
jority of the House in budget estimates for 
the Department of the Interior, especially 
in the case of its Geological Survey and 
Bureau of Mines. 


O’Mahoney Recalls 
Statutes Now Existing. 


O’Mahoney points to the 1910 statute 
creating the Bureau of Mines and specify- 
ing its duties; to the stockpiling act of 
1939 and its amendment in 1946; the syn- 
thetic fuels act of 1944, and the full employ- 
ment act of 1946, which directed the 
President at the beginning of each regular 
session to transmit an economic report, 
and which set up the Council of Economic 
Advisers and also a Congressional Joint 
Committee on the Economic Report. 


Reference is further made to the pend- 
ing armed forces unification bill, which 
calls for the establishment of a National 
Security Resources Board. It would plan 
for the wartime use of materials, and for 
conservation and acquisition of strategic and 
critical commodities. The country’s peace- 
time and financial resources are not men- 
tioned, but would, of course, enter the pic- 
ture. The language of the amended stock- 
piling act is particularly broad and explicit. 
Section 7 reads as follows: 

“The Secretary of'the Interior, through 
the Director of the Bureau of Mines and 
the Director of the Geological Survey, is 
hereby authorized and directed to make 
scientific, technological and economic inves- 
tigations concerning the extent and mode 
of occurrence, the development, mining, 
preparation, treatment and utilization of 
ores and other mineral substances found 
in the United States or its Territories or 
insular possessions, which are essential to 
the common defense or the industrial needs 
of the United States.’”’ A directive to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, in the same sec- 
tion, is almost as comprehensive. 

As chairman of the Temporary National 
Economic Committee, which sat for nearly 
three years and which published its pro- 
ceedings in 80 volumes, Senator O’Mahoney 
is one of the profoundest students in pub- 
lic life of the material and financial struc- 
ture of the Unitéd Staes. But not even 
the T.N.E.C. ventured to undertake an in- 
ventory of national resources. 

Though believing new legislation on the 
subject would be superfluous in view of 

laws already in the statute book, Senator 
O'Mahoney is vigorously in favor of ap- 
propriations to make existing’ measures 
effective. He believes an inventory of 
natural resources would be an essential 
step towards what: he regards as being 
today “the primary:concern of the Amer- 
ican people.” This is the conservation 
and replenishment of domestic materials 
dissipated in two world wars and by gen- 
erations of lavish civilian consumption. 

In his view, ‘‘we cannot continue our 
policy of loans to rehabilitate the world 
without an active, concentrated campaign 
for determining and replacing our domes- 
tic resources, The salvation of mankind 
depends on our taking this step. But we 
seem to be under the leadership of men 
who are resolved to upset our current 
prosperous economy by destroying the 
Government's capacity to perform indis-

pensable services. Witness the cuts in 
appropriations for the Departments of 
Agriculture and the Interior. The result 
can be unemployment,, falling production 
and inability to carry out our interna- 
tional commitments.” 


O’Mahoney expresses especial concern 
over conditions which force American 
agencies handling foreign assistance to com- 
pete in domestic markets against American 
buyers, with a consequent drive upwards 
of the cost of living and danger of serious 
inflation. Using borrowed American dollars, 
the United Kingdom is in rivalry with 
American purchasers of American food- 
stuffs and other commodities. The War 
Department competes with American buyers 
for grains with which to feed occupied pop- 
ulations in Germany, Austria and Japan. 

The flood of such drafts upon the 
American economy may not generally be 
realized. ‘‘The volume, of commodities 
now moving out of East Coast and Gulf 
ports,” said Acheson in a radio address 
on May 21, “is twice as great as the peak 
amount embarked from these ports dur- 
ing the war, when we were supplying not 
only our own huge armies abroad but 
shipping a tremendous quantity of lend- 
lease goods. The value of our exports 
of goods and services during 1947 will 
be about 16 billion dollars, or four times 
the average before the war.” 

All exporting countries put together never 
equaled in any one year the quantity of 
food grains shipped abroad by the United 
States alone during the fiscal year 1946-47, 
according to the Department of Agriculture. 
The record total is 500 million bushels, of 
which 350 million were wheat and the 
rest corn, oats, barley and grain sorghums. 
Similar exports in 1945-46 were 400 mil- 
lion bushels, making a total of 900 million 
bushels for the two years. Owing to deficits 
in British and particularly the Ruhr mines, 
the United States is sending to Europe a 
deluge of coal at an annual rate of about 
36,000,000 long tons. Coal exports before 
the war, consisting chiefly of anthracite, 
averaged 19,000 tons a year. 


Baruch Says Nation 
Should Give From Surplus. 


In his letter to Congressman Gore, Baruth 
emphasized that foreign aid supplies should 
be drawn only from commodities which 
are surplus for all America. 

The acutest needs of afflicted countries 
at present are for coal, food and American 
dollars. Luckily the United States possesses 
titanic resources of coal—enough, it is 
estimated, to last for a millenium or so. 

During the last two years it has enjoyed 
bumper crops of food grains. Including 
a carry-over of 100 million bushels from 
the preceding year, America during 1946-47 
has had at its command 1300 million bushels 
of wheat and other grains. A subtraction 
of 500 million bushels for export leaves 
800 million bushels for domestic human 
consumption and livestock feed. For the 
moment, at least, this country also holds 
a surplus of American dollars. 

One of the vital purposes of the sug- 
gested national inventory, in the judgment 
of Government officials advocating such a 
procedure, is to prevent our abundance of 
food stuffs and dollars from being converted 
into deficiencies. On the threshold are 
similar dangers involving steel and other 
metals, liquid fuels and minerals. 

What is there to be done? 

Opinions sampled in the agencies con- 
cerned agree that as an immediate step 
President Truman: should instruct the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers to prepare an 
interim report on national resources from 
data available in the Departments of Com- 
merce, Agriculture, Labor and the Interior; 
and that officials of the Interior Depart- 
ment should be directed to take a “fresh 
look” at commodities the sufficiency of 
which has been called in question. These 
would include petroleum, copper, high- 
grade iron ore and steel alloys.

Government statisticians should be put to 
work on information concerning fiscal re- 
sources which lies at hand in the United 
States Treasury, the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, the Bureau of the Budget and the 
Department of Commerce. Their findings 
should be collated with domestic income, 
taxes, prices and consumption, and then 
with the global census of foreign needs 
under preparation in the Policy Planning 
Staff of the State Department. 

Instead of slashing appropriations for the 
Bureau of the Budget and Geological Sur- 
vey, Congress should increase them so as 
to teléscope into the shortest possible pe- 
riod the two decades calculated by Sec- 
retary Krug to be necessary under normal 
conditions for basic mapping and research. 


Legislation Needed 
For Long Range Survey. 


This knowledge, together with the census 
of manufactures now pending in Congress, 
could be utilized for a long-range and con- 
clusive survey of over-all national resources 
such as is held to be fundamental to any 
continuing program of foreign assistance, 
and even more so in the event of future 
armed strife. For the undertaking new 
legislation is considered requisite. 

Kindred steps which have been named 
as essential are a veto of the tax reduction 
bill, adoption of the Senate subsidy instead 
of the House tariff proposal in regard to 
the wool industry, renewal of the Presi- 
dent’s wartime control over exports and 
imports, centralization of foreign assistance 
agencies under one administration and a 
program organizing Western Europe into 
an economic whole. 

it is suggested that the United States 
Government might improve upon its new 
friendship with Argentina by persuading 
that country to release its enormous hoard- 
ings of wheat, the only stocks of the sort 
in the world which remain uncommitted. 
They are immobilized in part by lack of 
shipping and breakdown of internal rail- 
road facilities. But the chief obstacle ap- 
pears to be President Peron’s policy of 
using his grain stores for exacting commer- 
clal advantages or exorbitant prices. As in 
Soviet Russia, foreign trade is a government 
monopoly in Argentina. American experts 
declare that Argentina could take over 
single-handed the task of feeding all West- 
ern Europe. 

Need for prompt action is stressed by an 
announcement that the Soviet Union has 
launched into intensive research as to its 
natural resources, which, in contrast to 
those of the United States, remain virtually 
intact. It is remarked also that the Rus- 
sian people have again been compelled to 
postpone their long-standing need for con- 
sumer goods under another five-year plan 
in which, Premier Stalin commanded, the 
accent will be on heavy industry readily 
convertible to war production. The people 
of the United States are enjoying a vast 
carousal of consumer goods. It is stated 
by the Department of Commerce that con- 
sumer expenditures are devouring the gross 
national product at an annual rate of $138,- 
500,000,000 out of a total of $209,000,- 
000,000. 

American statesmen contemplating the 23 
billion dollars already devoted to foreign 
aid are not comforted by the reflection that 
Russia is able to use its money for atomic 
research and maintenance and development 
of its armed forces, particularly air power. 

A Soviet radio announcement of June 6 
stated that seven expeditions of scientists 
were leaving to study natural resources. 

Occupation and domination-of other peo- 
ple is a source of profit rather than loss 
to Moscow. The United States is in the 
position of being compelled to pay untold 
sums to induce its associates to maintain 
their freedom.

The moods of nature are as mercurial 
as those of a young child. 

i.note in my diary that on the twelfth 
of, June last year it was very hot and 
dry and that my garden peas were a 
short crop. 

, The same was true of the spring tur- 
nips, 

But we were getting some green string 
less beans; the limas had a good start, 
tomatoes were doing fairly well, and 
the sweet corn, though a poor stand due 
to the voracious mice and moles, was 
coming along about normal, 

Too much heat for the potatoes, but 
later they made a fair crop. 

' $Squash, beets, carrots and onions were 
jholfing their own, but badly in need of 
raig@ and cooler weather. Fortunately 
this came later, so in general we could 
not’ complain. 

$ I write this, near the longest day 
of the year, we have a light fire in the 
fugnace. This has been necessary sev- 
eral times this month, for it is really 
too-chilly out to be comfortable. 

The ground is very wet after two 
wéeks of frequent heavy rains. Gardens 
are late. Potatoes were not planted un- 
til the third of May, seemingly much 
too Tate to raise a crop, yet at present 
they are coming along fine, but would 
do better with a little more heat and 
sunshine. 

Tomatoes are having a hard time of 
it, but may make it yet if it should 
warm up. Few oats were sown in this 
vicinity, as little work could be done in 
thé fields until May-<and the farmers 
then thought it too late for oats. 

Corn prospects now are very poor. 
Where it has not actually drowned out 
in the bottoms, it is small, sickly and 
wegdy. Much valuable hybrid seed has 
been lost. Fortunate is the farmer this 
year who has, as a sideline, a good herd 
of milk cows. Though he may raise no 
corn, oats and other field crops, he has 
plenty of good pasture. 

In order to explain this strange sea- 
son of tornadoes, excessive rainfall and 
cool weather, scientists tell us that it is 
all because of great masses of cold air 
coming down from the Arctic. These 
collide with the warm tropical air from 
therGulf, and mix about as agreeably 
as two tomcats on a backyard fence.

This Congress to Date 


The Hartley-Taft labor control bill is only one 
of many difficult pieces of legislative business 
with which the Eightieth Congress has dealt in 
its six months and a half. Implementing the 
Truman Doctrine, the Greek-Turkish 
000,000 aid measure raised new and tough ques- 
tions of policy in the international field. Within 
Congress itself, the application of the Congres- 
sional Reorganization Act was a heavy tax on a 
body held so tightly by tradition and precedent. 


Still a formidable amount of business remains 
to be done in the little more than a month left 
before the anticipated July 26 adjournment. 
Some of it is necessary to back up international 
policies that are the goal of bills already passed. 
Some of it is necessary to prevent the domestic 
program from being largely one ef omission. 

To an extent out of all proportion to the 
gravity of the issues involved, the Eightieth Con- 
gress has bent its best energies upon saving dol- 
lars rather than upon saving a deteriorating 
home situation and a deteriorating world peace.

Perhaps the major accomplishment of the ses- 
sion will prove in the long perspective of history 
to be the retention, by and large, of bipartisan- 
ship in foreign policy. The Senate ratified the 
Italian, Bulgarian, Romanian: and Hungarian 
peace treaties; and while those documents may 
have been no great shakes, they would not have 
been improved by bickering in the Senate. Con- 
gress also approved the aas0, 000,000 foreign 
relief program. 

In order for the policies approved in the new 
foreign aid measures to be effective, or even 
coherent, complementary bills will have to be 
enacted, yet they still come under the head of 
unfinished business. 

These include universal training, unification 
of the armed services, the State Department for- 
eign information and educational program, the 
Fulbright plan for a United States of Europe, the 
Stratton bill to let down the immigration bars 
to 400,000 displaced persons. The bill to in- 
crease the tariff on wool has passed though it 
threatens to scuttle the efforts of the United 
States at the Geneva trade conference to loosen 
the bonds of world commerce. 

. . + 

Domestically, the Eightieth Congress’s black- 
est mark is its failure to come to grips with the 
housing problem. The Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
bill, which would. provide 500,000 public housing 
units through $500,000,000 in loans and $20,- 
000,000 a year in subsidies; and which would 
liberalize FHA to lessen down payments and ex- 
tend the time to 30 years, is still pending. 

In substance this bill has been before both 
the Seventy-ninth and Eightieth Congresses for 
two’ years, and the possibilities of its passage 
are still unfavorable, though it is a small part 
of an imperative need. 

Congress has actually done less than nothing 
for homeless Americans, for in enacting the new 
rent control bill it struck off building materials 
controls which Housing Expediter Creedon esti- 
mates will set back the housing program this 
year to the score of 200,000 dwelling units.

Congress hasn't concluded anything yet about 
federal aid to schools, creation of a National 
Science Foundation, or a Cabinet department 
of health, education and welfare which Presi- 
dent Truman asked for and the Taft-Fulbright 
bill would provide. It has not thrown the pro- 
tecting arm of the United States Government 
around the intended victims of lynch mobs, or 
eliminated the poll tax as a prerequisite to vot- 
ing in federal elections. 

While it was inactive on needed legislation, 
the Senate passed a bill which would exempt 
railroads from the anti-trust laws in the fixing 
of rates. It is now the House’s opportunity to 
block this monopolistic measure. 

» + * 

To the first credit of the Eightieth Congress, 
in point of time, is its acceptance of the La Fol- 
lette-Monroney Congressional Reorganization 
Act of 1946. Since then the fission of commit- 
tees into subcommittees has gone so far that the 
simplification of the committee system has been 
imperiled. Congress would do well to diagnose 

-its case of galloping subcommitteeitis and apply 

a specific before the ailment becomes chronic. 
,Congress also needs to carry the reforms further 
" forward by curbing filibusters in the Senate, 
abolishing the seniority rule, and cutting down 
on the excessive power of the House Rules Com- 
mittee. 

The outstanding contribution of the Eightieth 
Congress at home is the Taft-Hartley labor bill, 
which President Truman has vetoed. Another 
of the major items by which it will stand or fall 
is budget reduction; the Republicans say they 
have pared roughly $4,200,000,000 from a $34,- 
000,000,000 recommendation, and the Democrats 
say the paring is some $1,800,000,000. 

Other acts of Congress on the home front pro- 
posed amendment of the Constitution, subject to 
ratification by the states, to limit the presidency 
to two terms; substantially wrote off the portal- 
to-portal pay suits; voted reductions in income 
tax which were-met with a veto which was sus- 
tained; ended home sugar rationing, and extend- 
ed a modified rent control. 

> . * 

The Senate, held up an unconscionably long 
time by the rantings of Senator McKellar, finally 
ratified the appointment of David E. Lilienthal 
as chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Whether the first session of the Eightieth Con- 
gress is to go down as a creditable performance 
or as an anomalous hodge-podge of successes 
and failures will depend on what is done or 
left undone in the next four or five weeks. 

No Congress that failed to come to grips with 
the housing problem can be considered to have 
discharged its obligation to the people of the 
United States. 

No Congress that fails to provide such minima 
of a strong and purposeful foreign policy as con- 
tinuance of the “Voice of America” broadcasts, 
universal training, unification of the armed serv- 
ices, the United States of Europe policy, admis- 
sion of a generous number of refugees, and 
practice of a fair measure of freedom of 
trade, can consider that it has given the World 
an effective demonstration of self-government 
at work. 


Nine to Remember 

The voters of St. Louis should mark down the 
names of the nine Aldermen who yesterday op- 
posed transferring the City Sanitarium for the 
mentally ill to the state to save the hard-pressed 
city $1,000,000 a year.

What are “the 10 best books about Missouri’? 
The question was put to Floyd C. Shoemaker, 
State Historical Society secretary, by the Chi- 
cago Sun’s Midwest Book section. Perhaps the 
instructions were not clear. Perhaps Mr. Shoe- 
maker was unduly influenced on the side of his 
specialty. In any case, his nominations were all 
historical works such as Houck, Conard, Scharf 
and Stevens plus some of his own. 

Homer nodded and so did Historian Shoemak- 
er. What about stories? Any list of 10 best 
books about Missouri should include one or 
more if not all three of Mark Twain’s great 
works: “Tom Sawyer,” “Huckleberry Finn” and 
“Life on the Mississippi.” Ed Howe’s “The Story 
of a Country Town,” written about Fairview, 
Winston Churchill’s “The Crisis,” set in Civil 
War St. Louis, and Homer Croy’s “West of the 
Water Tower” deserve a hearing. Whether “The 
Shepherd of the Hills,” by Harold Bell Wright, 
belongs, MacKinlay Kantor’s “The Voice of Bugle 
Ann” will have vocal partisans. And there are 
many others. 

The point is that fiction and adventure have 
their substantial place alongside formal history. 
When Indiana nominates Tarkington, Nebraska 
Willa Cather, Ohio Sherwood Anderson and 
Iowa Hamlin Garland and Herbert Quick, Mis- 
souri surely is not going to forget its notable 
company of Middle Western regionalists, head- 
ed by the greatest of all, Sam’1 L. Clemens. 
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Not by Default 


President Truman invoked the reactions of 
other nations in his strong statement for uni- 
versal training at Princeton University. He said 
the United States would have to reassure other 
countries against ‘“totalitarian pressure,” and 
added, “We must not let friendly nations go by 
default:” 

Universal training would be only one com- 
ponent of American defense, yet it might well be 
the one by which our intent to remain strong is 
recognized. Research in new weapons {s equally 
important, but that has to proceed without 
much publicity. A standing army ready for 


action is a first necessity, but no army could 
act without reserves, and that is what universal 
training is meant to provide. 

Sometimes it seems that too much is claimed 
of the benefits of training all our youth, but 
such training is indispensable to the strongest 
national defense. That is enough. Full security 
requires it, and if nations that look to us for 
security see that fact, so should we. 
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What the Law Says 


The idea that the State of Missour! should 
try its Kansas City vote fraud case before Cir- 
cuit Judge John F. Cook would be a joke if 
it were possible to find anything funny about 
this degradation of the ballot. Judge Cook has 
been identified with the Pendergast machine for 
years. Right after the theft of the evidence 
he was found on a fishing trip with Henry 
McKissick, a Kansas City boss who is a key 
figure in the investigation. 

Does the State need to accept such a ‘partisan 
to preside over its case? Here is what Article 
V of the Missouri Constitution says: 

SECTION 4, The Supreme Court, Courts

SECTION 6. The Supreme Court may 
make temporary transfers of judicial per- 
sonnel from one court to another as the ad- 
ministration of justice requires and may es- 
tablish rules with respect thereto. 

If these words mean what they say, the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court is obligated to see that the 
State’s vote fraud case goes to trial before some 
judge other than the fishing crony of a: Pen- 
dergast ward heeler. 
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Time for Fatigue 


The Army has worn out a group of soldiers 
to prove that persons engaged in violent exer- 
cise can go without sleep for five days. This is 
easily diagnosed as a tiresome discovery. Pos- 
sibly the War Department wants to marshal the 
human faculties at constant attention, but sensi- 
ble civilians would rather nod at parade rest or 
present arms to Morpheus, most of us being 
sleepless guinea pigs already.

Between Book Ends 


When We Were Young 


MOREAU DE ST. MERY'S AMERICAN JOURNEY: 1793- 
1798, translated beg edited by Kenneth Roberts and 
Anna M. Roberts, with a preface by Kenneth Roberts 
and - PB sete ae: Me by Stewart L. Mims, (Doubleday 

o., Inc., New York.) 

Kenneth and Anna M. Roberts have per- 
formed a valuable service by their excel- 
lent translation of this absorbing journal. 
None wrote more discerningly of life and 
customs in America than our French vis- 
itors during the eighteenth and early nine- 
teenth centuries, and while the accounts 
written by many of these—Volney, Mi- 
chaux, De Tocqueville and others—are well 
known, the journal of St. Mery has been 
too long forgotten. 

Unlike most of the more familiar ac- 
counts, St. Mery’s story is consistently ex- 
citing, and through his eyes and his pen 
we are introduced to facets of American 
life which others either did not see or hesi- 
tated to record. St. Mery found life in the 
young Republic one of absorbing interest, 
and his journal discusses morals, the prev- 
alence of flies and vermin, his interviews 
with such public figures as Hamilton, 
Washington and the famous French ‘emi- 
gres to America with impartial enthusiasm. 

~ . + 

Humor is not omitted. We learn that 
even in 1793 there were Americans who 
boasted they were “descendants of William 
the Conqueror;” that “New Yorkers have 
a mania for moving on May 1;” and that 
“in view of the intense and enduring heat, 
it is no wonder that Americans have a 
fondness for ice cream and sherbets.” The 
difficulties of travel through America are 
discussed, as well as the decoration and 
furnishing of American homes, food, dress, 
funerals, public institutions and weather. 

Almost modern is St. Mery’s observation 
on a factory in New Jersey which he says 
was financed through the sale of stock, 
“but the shares have already lost much fn 
value, which demonstrates the impossibil- 
ity of profiting from a business venture 
when laborers’ wages are too high.” 

* » . 

Moreau de St. Mery’s life was as dra- 
matic as any of Mr. Roberts’s fictional 
heroes. He was born in Martinique, Jan. 
13, 1750, of a prominent French colonial 
family. At 22 he was sent to France to 
study law and remained to practice his 
profession and become well known for his 
famous study of West Indian laws. With 
the outbreak of the French Revolution, 8t. 
Mery became a dominant figure, but later, 
having fallen into disfavor with Robes- 
pierre, he was forced to leave France, 

He found refuge in Norfolk, then the 
most pro-French city in America, but later 
moved to Philadelphia where he was an 
intimate of Talleyrand and La Rochefou- 
cauld-Liancourt. During the rising anti- 
French feeling in America, St. Mery found 
his position increasingly difficult, as he 
was a notorious alien and high on Presi- 
dent John Adams’s list of undesirables. 

Consequently, he returned with his fam- 
ily to France ‘in 1798,

Czechs in Transition 


THE BRIGHT PASSAGE, “4 Maurice Hindus. (Double- 
day & Co., Inc., New York. 

It is hardly the fashion these days 
to commend a Communist government. 
Neither is it usual to speak optimistically 
about the future of any European country. 
But Hindus—author and newspaper man 
who has written for the Post-Dispatch— 
does both of these things in his latest book 
on Czechoslovakia. 

In the election of May 26, 1946, the Com- 
munists emerged as the strongest party 
in Czechoslovakia, he says. They imme- 
diately began a nationalization program, 
concentrating their control on finance, in- 
surance and large industries. To date the 
revolution has been entirely tranquil, he 
reports, and Church and peasantry support 
it as energetically as do city workers. 

* * . 

Why was the revolution so peaceful? 
Hindus analyzes the history of the people 
to find the answer. For one thing, he 
notes, the Czechs have had no hereditary 
aristocracy for over 300 years, and since 
there has never been much class con- 
sciousness, there is little social upheaval 
now. Furthermore, in its 20 years of ex- 
istence, the Czech Republic had consider- 
able experience with co-operative owner- 
ship of land, forests and small businesses. 

Why do the Czechs, who are predomi- 
nantly Catholic, embrace the Russians and 
their political’ creed? Again Hindus ex- 
amines the past. Above all else, he says, 
they are nationalistic; to exist as an in- 
dependent nation is their one ambition. 
That they need allies they are sure, for 
they are only 10,500,000 people set down 
between two of the most populous states 
of Europe. Since the West failed them 
once, Hindus contends, they will this time 
turn to the East for protection, 

. ~ * 

Has Communism meant dictatorship to 
Czechoslovakia? Not at all, if we may be- 
eve Hindus. The peasant is in full con- 
trol of his farm. Small industry is un- 
touched by the new order. Few newspa- 
pers or periodicals are privately owned, but 
there is no official censorship of the press 
in the country. Freedom of religion is as 
real as in our country, and foreign mis- 
sionaries come and go as they please. 

Hindus admits to a few dark spots on 
Czechoslovakia’s horizon. There jis, of 
course, the possibility that Russia will at 
some time force the country into the Soviet 
Union. Another cloud is the announcement 
by our State Department that it is not to 
American interest to help reconstruct 
Czech industries. However much Czechoslo- 
vaks may regret the loss of our cordiality 
(and of our credits), they are apparently 
resolute in their choice of Communism as 
their form of government, and Russia as 
their military ally, Hindus concludes. Time, 
the Czechs and Hindus feel, will prove them 
right.

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Plan to Aid All 


Europe Viewed

Emergency Economic Recovery Program 
Would Be Pump-Priming for Every Na- 
tion Concerned, Might Break Down Bar- 
riers Between Soviet and West.

ITHIN a few months a.special session of Congress may be 
held to debate and authorize a vast plan for emergency aid 
It must be a long-term project. 


Over four or five 


years it may require grants-in-aid from the United States totaling 


twenty-four billion dollars—maybe 


more. It also requires an over-all 


program, prepared by European governments, to put Europe on its 


‘feet. 

Recent.statements by Secretary 
Marshall, Senator Vandenberg and 
Foreign Secretary Bevin have 
broken the ground for work on 
this unprecedented effort on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

We are embarked on the great- 
est international postwar recon- 
struction job in all history. Neither 
America nor ieading European 
governments can dodge this tre- 
mendous job. To dodge it would 
assure paralyzing unemployment, 
depressions or outright economic 
collapse for al] concerned, 

Even so, and quite humanly, 
most Congressmen and most 
Americans will want to avoid the 
unavoidable. The notion of “giv- 
ing away” some five billion Amer- 
ican dollars a year—for several 
years—will be impossible to kill 
and extremely difficult to sur- 


mount. 
Many See Only High Cost. 


The aid-to-Europe plan, as it 
takes shape, might more ac- 
curately be called “Pump Priming 
for Every Nation Concerned.” 
Nevertheless a great many of us 
will regard it exclusively as a 
colossal expenditure on America’s 
part. A great many more will 
regard it as _ revoltingly bitter 
medicine... . “Is the disease real- 
ly so bad that such choking table- 
spoonfuls as this are necessary?” 
., . I wonder if, in the preparing 
and perfecting of this aid-to-Eu- 
rope plan, it might be wiser to 
regard it as a very exceptional op- 
portunity? 

What can be “opportunity” 
about a program which will cost 
American taxpayers some five 
billion dollars a year? 

Well, any way of preserving bil- 
lions of exports in Americah prod- 
ucts and millions of Americans in 
steady jobs at home ought to be 
an opportunity, but I’m thinking 
now of another kind, on top of 
that—an opportunity for break- 
ing down the mounting barriers 
between the Soviet Union and the 
West—a possible opportunity for 
building peace. 

Foreign Secretary Bevin must 
have had this in mind when he 
commented apropos of Marshall's 
Harvard speech: “We are’ glad to 
know that a misunderstanding has 
been removed by including Russia 
in the American proposal.” The 
British are as deeply anxious for 
a peace-fating Europe as for a 
recovery-pacing Europe. 

Suppose, then, that the British, 
French and American Govern- 
ments should concentrate pri- 
marily upon devising a recon- 
struction program designed to re- 
vive production and trade in ALL 
European countries? 

That might include proposals 
for a Europe-wide customs union. 
It might be so bold as to lay the 
foundations for an ECONOMIC 
United States of Europe—its in- 
itial stages, at any rate. 

Such a broad and sweeping pro- 
ject would obviously include, and 
be offered, to all the nations in 
eastern Europe and, naturally, 
Soviet Russia. Quite clearly, Bevin 
and the British Government re- 
gard an “open door” to Soviet 
participation as an essential re- 
quirement. With their highly-de- 
veloped awareness of the perils of 
this age of atomic weapons, the 
British are deeply alarmed about 
trying to exist in a Europe split 
in two in the middle. They do not 
want an “American aid to West- 
ern Europe only” program, not if 
that final, desperate demarcation 
into two armed camps can pos- 
sibly be averted. 

Challenge to Soviet. 

Since remy inom A ee alsa. 

pears to appreciate s grave 
aan r, it Bonn probable that an 
all-European recovery plan ma 
- become the first objective. Thi 
is an enormous amount of uncom- 
mon sense in this broad and far- 
sighted approach. 

Suppose it prevails and an all- 
European project materializes? 
Suppose the Soviet Union, as well 
as Britain, France, Italy and 
the others, is offered a chance to 
obtain an important share of in- 
ternal recovery over a four-year 
period or more? Suppose Poland, 
Hungary, Rumania and other 
countries in the Soviet zone are 
equally assured of revived produc- 
tion and trade such as they 
couldn't achieve for a great many 
years without the plan? 

When we ask these questions 
we see that a tremendously vital 
choice would bé put squarely to 
the Kremlin and to Communist 
leaders in eastern Europe. They 
would not be confronted with an 
organized and challenging “West- 
ern Bioc” of nations. Instead, 
Moscow would have to choose be- 
tween participating and co-operat- 
ing in an all-European recovery 
program or in barricading them- 
selves behind a trade-proof iron 
curtain and thereby creating a 
Western European bloc. 

That choice might be extremely 
painful to the Soviets’ Politburo 
members. Nevertheless, the re- 
sponsibility for the decision would 
be entirely up to them. They 
would be given a unique chance 
to diminish the barriers which 
split Europe, and the world, into 
East-West. They would have that 
chance on a grand scale. On a 
fundamental issue of international 
co-operation and recovery Moscow 


heard many observers charge that 
Soviet-Communist aims in the 
Danubian countries are to “pro- 
letarianize” their populations by 
deliberate impoverishment of the 
white-collar and upper classes; 
that Soviet policies encouraged in- 
flation and economic stagnation 
toward these ends. 


You see things down the Dan- 
ube to make you wonder if this 
may be true. But the plight of 
countries like Hungary and Ru- 
mania, terribly worsened by 
drouth and famine conditions, also 
threatens Soviet economic recov- 
ery and must retard it greatly. 


It remains a question whether 
these Soviet-satellite nations, now 
reduced to one-third or one-quar- 
ter of their normal productivity, 
and worse than that in some cate- 
gories, are not becoming a seri- 
ous handicap to Russia’s recovery. 
Both industrially and  agricul- 
turally they are a heavy load on 
the Soviets in many ways. With- 
out western machinery, seeds, 
credits and trade these “Iron Cur- 
tain” countries probably cannot 
recover their normal pre-war pro- 
ductivity within 10 or 20 years. 


These facts have a direct rela- 
tion to the Marshall-Bevin over-all 
European recovery program, if 
that is what it becomes. They 
create a rare political opportunity 
so far as breaking the East-West 
deadlock is concerned. To reject 
participation in such a vast and 
potentially rejuvenating All-Euro- 
pean plan the Soviets would have 
to resign themselves, and all their 
satellite neighbors, to long years 
of lifting themselves by their own 
bootstraps. 


Meanwhile popular discontent 
and misery throughout eastern 
Europe would be intensified and 
seriously prolonged. Meanwhile 
Russia's recovery would be com-/ 
plicated, subjected to increased. 
strains and very much delayed. To 
choose that excessively costly, 
hazardous and incurably lonely 
road might well be more than the 
Kremlin’s realists would quite 
dare to risk. 


This, it seems to me, constitutes 
an immeasurable political oppor- 
tunity inherent in the aid-Europe 
proposal if Washington and Lon- 
don seek to exploit it to the ut- 
most. 


It should certainly be possible 
to formulate an all-European re- 
covery program containing very 
important trade and other eco- 
nomic possibilities both for the 
Soviet Unign and for all eastern 
European countries, 


This would not be a purely neg- 
ative “block Communism” plan. 
It would be a build-Europe-and-re- 
enforce-peace project. It would of- 
fer improved welfare, increased 
co-operation and new hope for 
every nation concerned, including 
the United States and Russia. 


The Marshall-Bevin approach 
appears to be based, with deep 
comprehension and great vision, 
upon this over-all objective. Such 
an objective and such a method 
would command the support and 
the awakened conscience of all 
western, democratic peoples. If 
this attempt is made, and Moscow 
should still refuse it, then we of 
the West could still know that we 
had made an honorable and un- 
paralleled effort to avert the 
catastrophe of a divided world. 


WARNING ON FOREIGN FOOD 
RELIEF BY REPRESENTATIVE 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (UP)— 
Chairman August H. Andresen 
@ep.), Minnesota, of the House 
food investigating subcommittee 
today warned the Department of 
Agriculture to go slow in promis- 
ing relief food to foreign coun- 
tries in the coming crop year. 


He said there was “acute dan- 
ger” of a critical domestic short- 
age of livestock feed next fall as 
a result of poor growing weather 
this spring. Heavy relief ship- 
ments abroad would complicate 
the problem, he said. 

“It’s going to take an ideal 
season from here on in to produce 
the grain crop now estimated by 
the Agriculture Department,” he 
said. “And it’s going to take a 
long fall and late frost to get the 
crops in without heavy loss. I 
hope the Agriculture Department 
will go slow in promising relief 
grain to other nations until we see 
what our crop is going to.be and 
whether it will cover our own 
needs.”

Czechs Calm, 
Fear No Coup 
As in Hungary 


Rains Save. Crops, 
Bolstering Politi- 
cal Tranquillity of 
Country.

PRAGUE, June 21. 
Four days of continuous rain 
have saved Czechoslovakit’s crops. 
This is the big news of the mo- 
ment and explains, at least in 
part, the politica] tranquility that 
prevails in the country. Neither 
leaders nor people are vexed any 
longer by a prospect of political 
embarrassment to the _ existing 
coalition government or of drastic 
shifts in the program of the two- 
year plan. 
Although Hungary is Czechaslo- 
vakia’s next-door neighbor, recent 
events there have stirred neither 
excitement nor perturbation in 
Prague. No one here regards the 
Hungarian coup as the beginning 
of a revolutionary storm that 
must crash over Czechoslovakia. 
Hungary never had made a suc- 
cess of democracy. The feudal 
lords there always had been, power- 
ful and always had fought pro- 
gressive ideas or progressive 
movements. 
But Czechoslovakia has neither 
feudal lords nor any hereditary 
aristocracy and in between the 
two world wars, as well as during 
the two years since the libera- 
tion, it has weathered every in- 
ternal crisis without recourse to 
violence or dictatorial procedure. 
Plenty of Politics. 

There is plenty of political ri- 
valry and conflict in the country, 
and though the next election is 
11 months away the two leading 
political parties—the Czech Social- 
ists and the Communists—are al- 
ready firing their big guns at 
each other. Neither party shows 
a particular regard for the senti- 
ments or even the dignity of its 
rival. Yet on June 8, when the 
Czech Socialists celebrated the fif- 
tieth anniversary of their party, 
Klement Gottwald, Communist 
Prime Minister, was side by side 
with Czech Socialist leaders re- 
viewing the day-long parade. 

Save for endless feuding in the 
official party newspapers, the 
country is exceptionally tranquil. 
Factories are working well. 
There are no strikes. The 48-hour 
eek is universal, and the special 
incentive of exempting overtime 
earnings or bonuses from income 
tax has aided production substan- 
tially. 

Thus far the two-year plan, 
which is aimed to lift production 


in 1937, has suffered no setback 
in any industry. 
Drop in Vegetable Prices. 

Living standards are holding 
up well. The shortage of meat, 
butter and other fats continues, 
but there is plenty of bread. Mar- 
ket places are bright with huge 
displays of freshly picked cher- 
ries, cauliflower, kohlrabi, let- 
tuce, cucumbers, rhubarb and 
cther vege. bles. Prices have 
dropped 11 per cent. 

Prague is a city of attractive 
and flourishing bookshops, and

Inter-American Treaty Would 


Promote Security, Welles Says 


Standardization of Weapons and Training 
Would Mean Increase in Co-operation and 
Discourage Rise of Dictatorships.

Secretary Marshall's removal of 
the chief individual impediment 
to normal relations with Argen- 
tina prepared the way for the 
long-postponed hemispheric de- 
fense conference. In this more 
favorable atmosphere it was 
hoped the Congress would ap- 
prove the legislation requested by 
the President to enable the 
American republic to standardize 
their military and naval equip- 
ment, as well as their methods of 
training, and thus facilitate col- 
laboration in preserving peace in 
the Western Hemisphere, 


The Presidential program is 
now, however, being subjected to 
a barrage of criticism which is 
coming from weirdly disparate 
sources, The project for inter- 
American co-operation has long 
been the favorite object for Com- 
munist attack in every part of 
the Americas. The Communist 
leaders term it a “pernicious in- 
strument of imperialism” by 
which the United States seeks to 
dominate the continent. 


A number of writers in this 
country, whose patriotism and 
sincerity cannot be questioned, 
are chiming in on the strangely 
unrealistic ground that the hemi- 
spheric project will strengthen 
fascism. 

Senator Taft’s Doubts. | 

Finally, with a great blast of 
publicity, Senator Taft recently 
let it be known that he bad be- 
come doubtful of the wisdom of 
the program because of a com- 
munication he had received from 
Col. R. B. Creager, the Republi- 
can national committeeman from 
Texas. 

Col, Creager ig chiefly remem- 
bered for his connection with the 
Coolidge Administration. The 
Latin-American policy of that Ad- 
ministration can hardly be re- 
garded as having been conducive 
to inter-American solidarity. That 
Col. Creager should now bewail

‘the threat to the Good Neighbor

None of the arguments ad- 
vanced against the President's 
recommendations have even a 
shadow of validity. 

The proposed » hemispheric 
treaty is authorized by Article 
52 of the United Nations Char- 
ter, which declares that “Noth- 
ing in the present charter pre- 
cludes the existence of regional 
arrangements or agencies for 
dealing with such matters relat- 
ing to international peace and 
security as are appropriate for 
regional action.” It is envi- 
saged in Article 51, which pro- 
vides that “Nothing in the pres- 
ent charter shall impair the in- 
herent right of individual or 
collective self-defense if an 
armed attack occurs against a 
member of the United Nations 
until the Security Council has 
taken the measures necessary to 
maintain international peace 
and security.” 


The legislation recommended 
by the President represents the 
desirable implementation of a 
hemispheric treaty. It would 
make it far easier for each indi- 
vidual American republic to take 
an active part should the need for 
joint defense arise. If armaments 
are standardized, the air, mili- 
‘tary, and naval forces of each 
state can then collaborate much 
‘more efficiently with the forces 
‘of their neighbors. 

The hasic principle upon 
which any hemispheric defense 
treaty should be based is that

Had such a treaty been 
in force, and had hemispheric 
armaments been standardized at 
the time of Pearl Harbor, the 
security of each American state, 
particularly that of the United 
States, would have been far 
greater, 

The program is attacked on the 
ground that the proposed treaty 
anu legislation would stimulate 
an arms race, increase _ inter- 
American rivalries, and strengthen 
the power of dictatorships. Those 
charges cannot bear analysis. 

Alternative to Oo-operation. 

If no treaty is negotiated and 
no legislation adopted, each 
American republic will increase 
its armaments as it sees fit. It 
can easily procure the materiel it 
desires from several European 
sources. By unilateral rather than 
co-operative action it will arouse 
the fears and suspicions of all its 
neighbors, An armaments race 
would then begin. 

Military missions from  non- 
American: countries would un- 
doubtedly be invited to train the 
forces which were being armed 
from abroad. Within a brief 
period many of the American re- 
publics would again be equipped 
with military and naval arma- 
ments of different origins which 
could not be effectively pooled in 
inter-American defense. The 
armed forces of these American 
states would also be subjected to 
alien influences which seek to 
}-event inter-American co-opera- 
tion. 

By an inter-American defense 
treaty, the American republics 
would jointly fix the extent of the 
armaments fequired by each state 
in order to carry out its obliga- 
tions under such a regional ar- 
rangement. A co-operative agree- 
ment would, therefore, prevent 
armament races, and remove the 
suspicions of certain American 
states of the ulterior purposes of 
their neighbors. The rise of mili- 
taristic dictatorships would be dis- 
couraged because the co-operative 
machinery established for the 
maintenance of regional peace 
would in itself constitute a major 
deterrent to the aggressive for- 
eign policies to which dictator 
ships often resort to obtain pop- 
ular support. 

The hemispheric treaty, and the 
legislation needed to implement 
such a treaty, would strengthen 
the United Nations, eliminate ex- 
cessive armaments as well as arm- 
ament races within the Americas, 
and help to maintain the peace of 
the New World. 

The failure to conclude a treaty, 
and the failure of the Congress to 
adopt the legislation required to 
make the treaty effective, could 
only tend to weaken the inter- 
American system and thereby en- 
courage increasingly dangerous 
dissension within the Western 
Hemisphere.

Plan Proposed 
For Political 
Truce in Reich 


No Nationalization 
for 5 Years Urged 
as Incentive to In- 
vestments. 


BERLIN, June 21 (AP). 

HIGH American source today 
A intormatty proposed a five-year 

“political truce” between Capi- 
talism and Socialism in Germany 
as a step toward getting the 
economic heart of Europe back 
into operation, 


The source, who requested he 
not be directly quoted, revealed 
that top level American officials 
have sounded out British military 
government chiefs on such a pro- 
posal. 


The American thesis is twofold: 
One, that attempts to socialize 
and nationalize disrupted German 
industry are hampering recovery 
in that nmianagement has nd in- 
centive to bring about economic 
recovery; and two, that needed 
American private capital will not 
invest in “nationalized” industries 
which can not be backed up by a 
responsible centralized govern- 
ment, 

The proposal roughly goes like 
this as outlined by the American 
source: 

Announce to bizonal Germany 
(and other zones if they care to 
join) that all industrial holdings 
in Germany will be frozen for a 
period of five years in their pres- 
ent state. 

Largely this state would be one 
of a trusteeship, in that military 
government largely controls such 
basic industries as coal, steel, etc. 

The Germans would be told that 
at the end of the five-year period 
they would be free to decide for 
themselves whether they want to 
socialize their industries or not, 

The Germans would then have 
the incentive of working to put 
their industries back on their eco- 
nomic feet with the knowledge 
that they would be free to decide 
for themselvg@s, according to 
American thought. 

At the present time, the British 
insistence on nationalizing indus- 
tries in Germany has come into 
direct conflict wjth American ideas 
of free enterprise. The resulting 
conflict and uncertainty is doing 
much to retard recovery and make 
the British-American  import- 
export plan a success, according 
to American sources, 


It is felt by those proposing the 
“political truce” plan that it will 
bring about a cession of this con- 
flict witbout sacrificing any of 
the political beliefs of either na- 
tion and at the same time allow 
the Germans, British and Ameri- 
cans to concentrate on increasing 
production, 


It is also felt by the Americans 
concerned that such a truce would 
fit into the Marshall plan for 
bringing about economic stability 
and recovery in Europe in which 
Germany must be a full partici- 
pant. 

British sources declined com- 
ment, pointing out that no formal 
proposals had been made and that 
the whole question was still in an 
unofficial status. 

The sources said a group of 
Chase National Bank officials, 
headed by Winthrop W. Aldrich 
who recently visited Germany, in- 
dicated willingness to make pri- 
vate loans on ¢he condition any 
concern receiving a loan could be 
held responsible in a court of law. 

(Military government cannot be 
sued or held responsible for its 
actions in a regular court of law.) 

Loans might even be made to 
socialized industries if such a pro- 
gram were backed and supported 
by a strong and responsible cen- 
tral government, according to 
these sources, but since such @ 
government is remote under pres- 
ent conditions, this possibility can- 


not be considered,

On the political side, various 
questions have been talked over 
in the Security Council ag they 
seemed ready to explode into in- 
cidents, These include the Iranian 
question, the Syrian and Lebanese 
problem, the Indonesian question, 
the Spanish Franco case and, on 
three separate occasions, the 
Greek and Balkan affair. 

The record shows that Soviet 
Russia withdrew its troops from 
Iran; France and Britain with- 
drew their soldiers from Syria and 
Lebanon and a Balkan commis- 
sion has carried out an on-the 
spot investigation now before the 
Security Council, 

The Indonesian question was 
dropped quickly when The Nether- 
lands protested it was an interna!

Franco Spain still is a problem, 
somewhat dormant now while the 
U.N. tries to decide what to do 
about Palestine. 

On the social and economic side, 
scores of conscientious delegates 
have spent long hours trying to 
find ways to alleviate the world’s 
miseries. Their job has not been 
glamorous or headline - catching 
but, as Trygve Lie, Secretary 
General of the U.N. says, “there 
is nothing very glamorous about a 
loaf of bread.” 

‘Growing Institution,’ 

Recently at Winnipeg, Lie sized 
up the U.N. as a “growing institu- 
tion,” in a speech equivalent to a 
report to the world on the organ- 
ization. , 

Lie realistically pointed to the 
disagreements among the Big Five 
as the one great difficulty ham- 
pering the U.N. in its first two 
years, He said that the world still 
is in the aftermath of war; that 
the major peace treaties have not 
been signed; and as long as the 
disagreements continue the world 
may expect two things: 

1. These differences will be re- 
flected in the deliberations of 
the U.N. organs. : 

2. This lack of agreement is 
bound to delay and complicate 
the work of reconstruction. 

“Peace treaties or no peace 
treaties,” Lie said, “the United Na- 
tions has already developed into 
a growing institution. . .. This 
young offspring of the war has 
learned to walk and to talk and to 
think. It is growing up.” 

As the month passes the struc- 
ture of the United Nations be- 
comes more and more complex. It 
is well to recall that at the cen- 
ter of this organization there are 
six top organs. These are: 

1. General Assembly, often re- 
ferred to as the “town meeting 
of the world.” It has met three 
times and will meet this fall 
with the Palestine controversy 
heading its list of headaches. 

2. The Security Council, the 
U. N. watchdog over peace. This 
council meets at least once every 
two weeks, It is the most power- 
ful body in the U. N. It was 
given power to enforce its deci- 
sions while the Assembly only 
can recommend. But the morale 
value of an Assembly decision is 
widely recognized. 

3. The Economic and Social 
Council. It has held four full 
sessions and has outlined an 
ambitious program designed to 
wipe out the world’s social and 
economic ills. It will meet 
again next month, 

4. The Trusteeship Council. 
This was the last of the six to 
be set up and it met for the 
first time last March. 

5. The International Court of 
Justice. It has been sitting at 
‘the old World Court’s palace in 
the Hague, Holland, without a 
case. Business is headed its 
way, however, for the Security 
Council this spring referred to 
it the British-Albanian dispute 
over mine damage to two Brit- 
ish destroyers in Corfu channel 
last Oct. 22. The British Have

-wT IS sometimes asserted that 
the conspiracy to assassinate 
Hitler began in the early years 

of his regime. As a practical] mat- 

ter, however it was only in 1938, 

when it became evident t Hitler 

was driving his country into a 

general European war, that any- 

thing like concerted action was 
attempted. The leaders of the con- 
epiracy were not naive; they knew 
they could not succeed without 
the Army, which at that time was 
skeptical of Germany’s chances 
in a general European war. The 

Jeading conspirators were sure 

that if, with the aid of the Gen- 

eral Staff, Hitler was overthrown, 
the German people, no matter how 

Wazi-indoctrinated, would approve 

because they would be freed from 

their fear of war. 

As the conspiracy developed two 
Yeading figures emerged: Col. Gen. 
Ludwig Beck, Chief of Staff of 
the German Army until the 
summer of 1938, and Carl 
Friedrich Goerdeler, a onetime 
mayor of Leipzig. Closely associa- 
ted with them were the former 
German Ambassador at Rome, Ul- 
rich von Hassell, and Johannes 
Popitz, the Prussian Finance Min- 
ister who had served under the 
Nazis and then turned against 
them. Among the important mil- 
itary conspirators were Col, Gen. 
Kurt von Hammerstein, Com- 
mander in Chief of the German 
Army from 1930 to 1934; Gen. 
Qater Field Marshall) Erwin von 
Witzleben; Gen. Eduard Wagner, 
Quartermaster General; Gen. 
Georg Thomas, head of the eco- 
nomic division of the planning 
staff of the Army; Maj. Gen. Hans 
Oster, chief assistant to Adm. 
Canaris, head of the Abwehr; and 
Gen. Friedrich Olbricht and Col. 
Claus von Stauffenberg, who had 
key staff positions in the Replace- 
ment Army (often called the Home 
Army). Wilhelm Leuschner and 
Julius Leber were the labor lead- 
ers most prominent in the con- 
spiracy. Finally, there was an im- 
portant group of professional men, 
Government officials, representa- 
tives of labor and the church, 
centered around Helmuth von 
Moltke and known as the Kreisau 
Circle. 

Only One Survived. 

Only one of all the men named 
above survives: Gen. Thomas, 
The others were executed by the 
Nazis or committed suicide—ex- 
cept Gen. Von Hammerstein, who 
died a natural death. However 
there were several] other impor- 
tant members of the conspiracy 
who escaped, and with two of 
these, Hans Bernd Gisevius and 
Fabian von Schiabrendorff, I had 
particularly close contact. Gise- 
vius, who gave sensational testi- 
mony at Nuernberg against Goer- 
ing, was described before that 
tribunal by Mr. Justice Jackson 
as “the one representative of 
democratic forces in Germany to 
take this stand to tell his story.” 
Schiabrendorff, a young lawyer in 
uniform, participated in one of 
the most sensational attempts on 
Hitler's life. 

The military leader of the con- 
spiracy, Gen. Beck, was not a pro- 
fessional soldier by family tradi- 

“tion. He came of Huguenot stock, 
the son of a Rhineland professor, 
and his wife was the daughter of 

a prominent jurist. An intellect- 

ual as much as a soldier, he 

séught the company of professors 

and writers as frequently as that 

of his colleagues of the General 
~ Ptaff. 

Beck and his friend Hammer- 

“ gtein were two German generals 
who were critical of the Prussian 
military spirit and sincerely tried 

to make the Weimar Republic 

“Work. Beck had always distrusted 

“Hitler, but for a long time be- 

lieved the German people would 

rid themselves of their Fuhrer. 

“As late as the fall of 1937 he re- 

marked: “Because of the good 
qualities of the German people, 
it can be assumed that the Nazis 
will go bankrupt very soon.” A 
year later, when synagogues were 
burning all over Germany and a 
wave of terror against the help- 
Jess Jewish Germans swept the 
country, his attitude changed. The 
anti-Semitic pogroms in Novem- 
ber 1938 opened the eyes of others 
who had hoped that somehow, 
gome day, in some way, the Nazis 
would be- no more. 

When Hitler unleashed his war 
of nerves against Czecholslovakia 
‘by demanding the Sudetenland as 
his “last territorial demand in Eu- 

~ pope,” Beck .was still chief of 
staff. He knew Hitler’s aggres- 
sions could have only one result: 

@ genera) war that Germany could. 

not survive. He decided to give 

“Hitler one more warning, and 

forced an interview with him in 

the late summer of 1938, shortly 
before Munich. It was his last 
talk with the Fuhrer. Hitler made 
it clear that he was not afraid 
of war. 

Most Democratic General. 

Beck's close friend, Gen. von 
Hammerstein, was undoubtedly 

-- the most.democratic of all Reichs- 
wehr generals. Because of his de- 

‘sire for friendly co-operation with 

Russia he was called the “Red 
General,” and the proceedings of 
the Moscow trials of the late 
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thirties disclose that he was one 
of the contact men in Germany 
for the Russian generals who 
were accused of attempting a 
Trotskyist palace revolution. 
Hammerstein had urged a mili- 
tary putsch to roves Hitler's ap- 
pointment as Chancellor on Jan. 
30, 1933, but had been frustrated 
by Hindenburg, who § accused 
Hammerstein of violating the tra- 
ditiof that German officers should 
have nothing to do with politics. 
The “Red General” had always 
been unpopular with the German 
Right and the nationalist army 
officers because he- believed in 
and tried to uphold the Weimar 
Constitution, Sut he was on ex- 
cellent terms with leaders of the 
trade unions and the Social Dem- 
ocratic party, and he put Beck in 
touch with his friends in these 
circles. Many political discussions 
took place in Hammerstein’s villa 
in Berlin-Zehlendorf, where Beck 
— Hassell, and later, Goer- 
eler. 


Beck and Hassell were members 
of the same Berlin roundtable 
group which dined together 
weekly, the Wednesday Society, 
many of whose members became 
involved, fortuitously and other- 
wise, in the conspiracy. Founded 
in the mid-nineteenth century to 
bring together scientists and in- 
tellectuals, the Wednesday So-' 
ciety’s membership was tradi- 
tionally confined to 16. B was 
its only soldier member and had 
been admitted because of his 
knowledge of military history. In 
addition to Beck, three Wednes- 
day Society members became ac- 
tive in the conspiracy: Prof, Jens 
Peter Jessen, Prussian Finance 
Minister Johannes Popitz, and 
Hassell. 


Hassell, a career diplomat, en- 
tered the German Foreign Serv- 
ice in 1909 at the age of 28. He 
climbed the diplomatic ladder in 
Rome, Barcelona, Copenhagen, 
Belgrade, and became Ambassa- 
dor at Rome in 1932. He was a 
close friend o7 Sir Nevile Hender- 
son—they had served in Belgrade 
together—and frequently visited 
William Phillips, the American 
Ambassador at Rome. Hassell be- 
lieved a United States of Europe 
was the only hope for the Conti- 
nent and devoted himself to pro- 
moting it. He kept a detailed 
diary and prudently hid it, chiefly 
in Switzerland. 

Hassel Warns Mussolini. 


Hassell’s stay in the embassy at 
Rome, in view of his antipathy 
to Hitler’s entire philosophy, is 
explicable only if it is recalled 
that in the early years of his 
power Hitler turned one face to 
the outside world and another to 
the German people. For this pur- 
pose the ambassadors who had 
been sent out by the Weimar Re- 
public were useful, But when 
Joachim von Ribbentrop went to 
Italy in 1937 to develop the Rome- 
Berlin Axis, he went over Hasgsel’s 
head, aware the latter was thor- 
oughly opposed to the idea, Has- 
sell even warned Mussolini inst 
Ribbentrop and against the alli- 
ance with Hitler, and openly as- 
serted that a military pact be- 
tween two such dynamic powers 
was bound to lead to an explosion. 
Ribbentrop vainly tried to win 
Hassell over by telli him that 
he, Ribbentrop, would be the next 
Foreign Minister. Hassell ignored 
him and Ribbentrop saw to it that 
Hassell was dismissed. 


After his discharge from the 
diplomatic service Hassell became 
an executive member of the Cen- 
tral European Business Conven- 
tion, a kind of chamber-of-com- 
merce organization, which  af- 
forded him a cover for travel 
throughout Europe, even during 
the war. He frequently visited 
Gen, von Falkenhausen, the mili- 
tary governor of Belgium, in 
Brussels, and Field Marshal von 
Witzleben who in 1940 was in 
Paris, He helped to keep the 
latter informed of developments 
in the plot and won the friendly 
co-operation of Falkenhausen. 
During visits to Switzerland he 
established contact with Swiss and 
British friends and made a serious 
effort to learn on what terms the 
war could be ended if the con- 
spirators overthrew Hitler. 

The Gestapo became suspicious 
of him, and ultimately he had to 
curtail his travels. He had, never- 
theless, managed to keep his con- 
nection with the plot hidden, and 
the first evidence of it was dis- 
covered by sheerest chance. 
Among the papers seized by the 
Gestapo after July 20 were copies 
of pronouncements the conspira- 
tors proposed to issue when they 
took over the government. On 
one of these documents, as the 
story was told to me, Hassell had 
inserted a few words in his own 
handwriting. The interlineations 
were identified, and Hassell's fate 
was sealed. 

The other two members of the 
Wednesday Society in the inner 
circle of conspirators were Prof. 
Jens Peter Jessen and Johannes 
Popitz. Jessen was professor of 
political science at the Berlin 
University and had been a brain 
truster for the Nazi party between 
1931 and 1933. 


In the early days: many intel-

lectuals, especially those who saw 
in the Nazi movement a chance 
for social reform, had been fooled 
by Hitler. Jessen had been shocked 
by the events following 1933 into 
resigning from all party activities 
and retiring to academic life. 
When war broke out he became a 
captain in.the intelligence division 
of the army, and from this vantage 
point was of great use to the con- 
spirators. He was particularly 
close to Gen. Wagner, chief of the 
German Quartermaster Corps, who 
was @ne of the leading military 
plotters, 


Johannes Popitz was a bizarre 
combination of intellectual and 
Prussian bureaucrat. It was his 
knowledge of classical Greek cul- 
ture and art, rather than the fact 
that he was Prussian Minister of 
Finance, which admitted him to 
the Wednesday Society. Highly 
gifted but unstable, he had joined 
the Nazi party because of frustrat- 
ed ambition, and the desire to be 
an officeholder as long as possible. 


The best known of all the men 
in the inner circle of activists 
was Carl Friedrich Goerdeler. 
The Nazis themselves sometimes 
referred to the coup d’etat of 
July 20 as the Goerdeler Putsch. 
Goebbels’ press, because of the 
Nazi desire to minimize the 
coup’s importance, printed little 
information about any partici- 
pants other than the military 
men who were executed, or com- 
mitted suicide, after July 20. 
oerdeler, however, was an ex- 
ception, A reward of one mil- 
lion Reichsmarks was offered 
for information as to his where- 
abouts, and on Sept. 11, 1944, the 
following announcement =  ap- 
peared in the German press: 


“All the threads of the con- 
spiracy were in the hands of Carl 
Friedrich Goerdeler, who was the 
head of the plot and destined for 
the position of Reichskanzler. 
Since 1942 he maintained contacts 
between the military traitors on 
the one hand and the political con- 
spirators on the other. In the 
course of many discussions he pre- 
pared the details of the plot. From 
the very beginning he initiated 
plans for the overthrow, and out- 
right murder, of the Fuhrer. After 
the assassination he planned to es- 
tablish a military dictatorship, to 
set up court-martial, and to 
capitulate to the enemy.” 
Goerdeler had fled to Konrads- 
walde,'a small village in East 
Prussia, and there, in a little-fre- 
quented restaurant, was recog- 
nized by a woman, Helene 
Schwaerzel, who had once worked 
in the vicinity of his summer home 
in near-by Rauschen. Helene, a 
short, fat, homely spinster of 44, 
was not a Nazi party member, but 
she was the type of German 
woman for whom Hitler seemed 
to have a strange fascination. 
When arrested after Allied occu- 
pation by a German police officer 
—a man who had spent eight 
years in Buchenwald—Helene con- 
fessed she had informed _ the 
Gestapo where Goerdeler was be- 
cause she had read that he was a 
bad criminal and she believed what 
her Fuhrer told her. The million 
marks blood money received di- 
rectly from Hitler’s own hands 
was still unspent when the Allies 
arrested her, © 


Good Public Servant. 


Goerdeler was born in Schneide- 
muhl, Prussia, in 1884 and studied 
law and political science at Gottin- 


‘gen, where he took his doctor of 


law degree in 1908. He became 
the proverbial German official— 
conscientious but romantic, intel- 
lectual but devoted to the state 
and every concept of law and 
order. He was a devout Protestant 
and a public servant par excel- 
lence. It took a Hitler to make 
such a man a revolutionary. 

In 1930 Goerdeler became’ mayor 
of Leipzig, where the great in- 
dustrial exposition was held an- 
nually and industrialists from 
Germany and the rest of Europe 
foregathered. Goerdeler made it a 
point to become a personal friend 
to these men. A year later, at the 
request of Chancellor Bruning, he 
accepted the post of Reich: Com- 
missar for Price Control. When 
the intrigues of Gen. von Schleich- 
er and Franz von Papen succeeded 
in overthrowing the Bruning gov- 
ernment in 1932, Bruning suggest- 
ed Goerdeler as his successor and 
regarded him as the man most 
likely to dam the tide of Nazism. 
Hindenburg chose Papen, 


Although Goerdcler refused the 
appeal of Alfred Hugenberg to 
participate in the Nazi Rightist 
coalition government of 1933 which 
brought Hitler to power, he did 
serve as price commissar under 
Hitler from* 1933 to 1936. His 
friends maintain he continued on 
in this office so he could fight 
Hitler and the Nazi policies from 
& more advantageous position. 
They say he tried to cross Hitler’s 
plans for rearmament by insisting 
on publishing the national budget 
to show up the otherwise con- 
cealed increases in the national 
debt. He engaged in a fierce 
struggle with Hijalmar Schacht, 
whom he accused of aiding the 
Nazis’ schemes for world domine- 


tion. It is quite possible that 
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CARL FRIEDRICH GOERDELER 


Goerdeler’s low opinion of Schacht, 
who was never really loyal to any 
cause or any person, was the 
reason Schacht was not taken 
into the inner circle of the con- 
epiracy. 

Goerdeler’s government career 
ended in 1936, shortly after he had 
been confirmed for an additional 
12-year term as Mayor of Leipzig. 
There had been considerable Nazi 
opposition to him, and he probably 
would not have been reappointed 
but for the fact that the Nazis 
did not wish to stir up an incident 
on the eve of the Olympic games 
in Berlin. However, Goerdeler re- 
mained Mayor only a short time. 
The Nazi party in Leipzig had 
insisted upon the removal of the 
monument to the German Jewish 
composer Mendelssohn, who had 
spent the most important years of 
his life in Leipzig. Goerdeler had 
refused. While he was absent from 
Leipzig, Nazi Storm Troopers re- 
moved the monument. When Goer- 
deler learned of this upon his re- 
turn he resigned at once. This 
incident may well have been the 
turning point in his career. From 
then until his death he devoted 
himself to plotting the overthrow 
of the Nazis. 


Visited J. 8S. and England. 


In 1987 Goerdeler visited the 
United States and England. He 
came to America to warn against 
Nazi intentions and to find out 
whether there would be any sup- 
port abroad for anti-Hitler activ- 
ity within Germany. He saw a 
number of government officials 
in Washington, well known pub- 
lic figures and leading German 
refugees. He tried to persuade 
people in this country, as well as 
in England, that there were anti- 
Nazis in Germany. 

Goerdeler has often been de- 
scribed as a romantic reactionary, 
but his great personal courage 
and unflinching opposition to 
Nazism from 1936 on have never 
been questioned. When a gen- 
eral whom Goerdeler was trying

FHA Director 
Reviews Work 


Of His Agency 


Approximately 134,000 families 
in the St. Louis Insuring @ffice 
Area have been provided with 
better housing through $147,010,000 
of loans advanced by private 
lending institutions and insured 
by the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration since the start of its pro- 
gram in 1934, J. W. Kuhlman, Dis- 
trict Director, reports. 

Loans insured in the WTastern 
District of Missouri since June 
1934, Kuhlman said, consisted of 
108,000 loans for $34,455,000 for 
property improvement, and 26,000 
loans for $112,555,000 for building 
or buying homes and rental hous 
ing projects. 

Since the end’of the war, the St. 
Louis office has concentrated its 
efforts in the production of hous- 
ing for veterans, Kuhlman said, 
Emphasis is being placed particu- 
larly upon the construction of 
rental housing and the conversion 
of existing structures into addi- 
tional units for ex-servicemen and 
their families. 

In the course of insuring $10,- 
000,000,000 of loans, FHA has built 
up reserves of more than $137, 
000,000 and has disbursed divi- 
dends of $4,500,000 to borrowers 
who have paid off their loans. Its 
income in 1946 was over $24,000,000 
after payment of operating ex- 
penses. The original amount of 
loans insured has been paid down 
by more than half, the director 
* said.

Two new chemicals are now 
available for the destruction of 
mites — azobenzene and HETP. 
Mites are minute, spider-like in- 
sects that cause a rusty appear- 
ance and rapid drying and loss of 
leaves of infested plants. 

Mites have become a serious 
pest, for they aré not harmed by 

DT, and widespread use of that 

insecticide has killed their natural 
enemies, They multiply very fast 
in hot, dry, weather, and do a 
great deal of damage. 
Azobenzene is used as a dust, 
d HETP as a liquid spray. 
Both are effective against a wide 
variety of mites, including the 
spruce mite, that damages ever~ 
greens; so-called red spider, 
which attacks hollyhocks, roses, 
and other plants; European red 
mites, most serious for fruit trees; 
and the cyclamen mite, enemy of 
delphiniums, Azobenzene also will 
kill the Colorado potato beetle, the 
Mexican bean beetle and tent 
caterpillars.

Tuberculosis Pa- 
tients Quit Breath- 
ing Ten Hours 
Daily for Months.

NEW YORK, June 21 (AP) 
pD R. ALVAN L. BARACH’ is cur- 


ing some persons of tuberculo- 

sis by making them _ stop 
breathing for 10 hours a day, for 
four months. 

Patients give up all voluntary 
breathing under this treatment. 
Their lungs and chest don’t move. 
They don’t die because a kind of 


iron lung does motionless breath- The equalization of pressure is 


ing for them. The complete rest 
helps the infected lungs recover. 
The patients relax completely. 

Dr. Barach, of Columbia Univer- 
sity College of Physicians and 
Surgéons, reports results of 10 
years experience with the non- 
breathing treatment on 14 patients 
in the annals of interna] medicine, 
published by the American College 
of Physicians. 

Seven of the 14 recovered com- 
pletely, and the majority have re- 
mained well since, he said. Two 
showed marked improvement, 
three slight to moderate benefit, 
he added. In the other two, there 
was no decrease in the size of the 
lung cavities caused by tubercu- 
losis germs. 

Dr. Barach uses a pressure 
chamber which differs from the 
usual kind of iron lung. Ordinary 
room air is forced in and sucked 
out of the chamber 25 times a 
minute. But the chamber is so 
designed that the air . pressure 
both inside and outside the chest 
remains exactly the same, and the 
chest and lungs remain motion- 
less, he explained.

accomplished by a collar arrange- 
ment separating the head from 
the rest of the chamber. The in- 
coming air first enters the pa- 
tient’s nose and other passage- 
ways to the lungs. These pas- 
sages slow it down and reduce 
the pressure slightly. But the col- 
lar also slows the flow and re- 
duces the pressure of the air en- 
tering the rest of the chamber to 
exert its force on the outside of 
the chest. 

Afr is forced into the chamber 
at pressure about a pound great- 
er than normal atmospheric pres- 
sure (15 pounds per square inch) 
and the pressure is reduced by 
the same amount below normal 
when the air is sucked out. 

The patient, he said, quickly 
learns to give up the long-in- 
grained habit of breathing. A 
strange mental and physical re- 
laxation accompanies the stoppage 
of conscious breathing, he added. 
The impulse to move voluntary 
muscles in the extremities is 
diminished strikingiy, Dr. Barach 
said, and the patient may lie in 
the chamber for hours without 
moving his hands or changing po- 
sition. The desire to smoke dis- 
appears.

HUNGRY GREEKS 
SEND FOOD:TO KIN 
‘STARVING’ IN U.S, 


Apparently Duped by Agen- 
cies Seeking Shipping Feés 
~— Thousands of Parcels. 


NEW YORK, June 21 (UP)— 
Thousands of food packages are 
being 
Greece to the United States, ap- 
parently by persons who have 
been deluded into thinking rela- 
tives or friends in America were 
starving, customs officialg dis- 
closed today. 


Between 100,000 and 160,000 
pounds of meat, olive oil and 
other foods have been consigned 
from Mediterranean countries, 
chiefly Greece, in the last eight 
to 10 months. The shipments ap- 
parently were sent by victims of 
commercial agencies seeking prof- 
its from shipping and othér fees. 

The average package weighs 
close to 40 pounds. Much of the 
weight con.es from five-galion tins 
of olive oil which are included in 
nearly every parcel. 

A few packages have come from 
Italy, but the great bulk origi- 
nated in towns and villages in 
Greece, 

“The most amazing thing is that 
at the time of the strongest cam- 
paign in America for aid to 
Greece, these food shipments from 
Greece reached a peak,” Assistant 
Collector of Customs Laughlin 
said. “The volume is still heavy.” 

Many recipient: of the food par- 
celg have complained about hav- 
ing to :ay shipping and handling 
charges on unsolicited items.

The Days Are Long 


Farming No Job for 
A 40-Hour Week Man 


By Leonard Hall 


H AYING has started and every farm in the valley is busy as 


a beehive. The alfalfa comes first—and when it is ready to 

mow, the cockleburs are mighty apt to grow in the corn 
rows for want of plowing. The second cutting follows hard on 
| the heels of the first, and 
then the red clover is ripe, 
to be followed by the har- 
vest of timothy hay. No 
sooner is that in the barn 
than it’s time to cut wheat, 
with oats harvest pushing 
right along behind. By the 
time the threshers have 
moved down the valley, soy- 
bean hay will be ready for 
the mowing machine, Then 
come fields which are being 
prepared for new seedings 
of alfalfa and brome grass— 
and after that we'll pitch in 
on rye, barley and wheat to 
serve for winter pasture or 
next year’s grain and as 
nurse crops for timothy, red 
top, orchard grass, fescue, 
lespedeza and other grasses 
to make up our permanent 
pastures. A farm in summer—or, for that matter, in spring, 
autumn or winter—is a poor place for anyone who doesn’t like 
hard work and lots of it. An interesting conjecture occurred 
to me last night in that brief moment between depositing my 
tired body on the bed and dropping into oblivion. It was that 
the average farmer does more hard work after hours—after 
putting in his full day in the fields—than the average man 
does in his whole working lifetime. 

x * *® ; 

OUR ALFALFA CUTTING won't start until next year, 
although we expect before we're finished to harvest better than 
a hundred tons a year of brome and of alfalfa hay per season 
from this farm. So this summer we had a slight breathing spell 
to finish drilling the soybeans. But on a sunny morning last 
week I walked out to the back end of the big hay field 
on the ridge. This has been in timothy for years, but as the 
timothy has gone out, red clover has taken its place, helped 
along by the liberal application of limestone we gave it last 
autumn. And since the red clover is considerably higher in 
feed value than the timothy, this part of the field must be 
mowed when the clover is ripe for cutting. It was a beautiful 
morning, one of a long succession of cool, sunny days with 
biue skies and white clouds driven by the wind, so that their 
shadows race each other across the green expanse of mountains 
which surround us on every side. 


* | 

THERE IS NO wien of =~ farm which doesn’t have its 
special attractions, but this high hay. field which runs a, full 
half-mile north and south along the very crest of the valley 
and has a fine prospect in all directions, would be hard to beat. 
‘And it is at its best on a summer mofning, with the bob whites 
whistling from each fence row, meadow larks bursting into 
song as they flush from the hay ahead of you, field and chip- 
ping sparrows singing from atop each swaying weed and a big 
red-shouldered hawk soaring high above. Being a farmer, of 
course, you are conscious of the life under your feet as well as 
overhead. The south end of the ridge field is in oats sowed to 
sweet clover. The oats are well headed out and I swung by 
that’ way to examine the stand and see how the clover is 
progressing. The day may come when I know every one of 
these 200 acres so well there'll be nothing left to learn from 
walking over them—but I doubt it. Meanwhile, it seems there 
is never enough time and that every hour spent afield without 
gome specific task to accomplish has its rich rewards in a fuller 
understanding of this land—of its needs and capabilities.

ON THIS PARTICULAR MORNING, I note that the 


timothy is still is bloom, which means another 10 days or two 


weeks before it must be cut. We tilled this whole field on the 
eontour last autumn and limed it. A portion of it, perhaps 
40 acres, was given an additional light seeding, along with 250 
pounds of fertilizer per acre; but winter overtook us before -we 
eould cover the whole field. In this 10 acres, the hay stand is 
heavy, but in the remainder of the field the timothy is getting 
thin and we were lucky to have the volunteer stand of clover, 
It also happens, although we wouldn't know this except for the 


“capability map” of the farm made by the Soil Conservation 
' Service, that this clover is on some of the best land on the 


entire farm. It lies on a part of the ridge which has suffered 
very little from erosion and where the rich red “Hagerstown 


“Jimestone” soil goes down a full three feet before it shows signs 


ef the sticky tightness and the inon accretions which mark the 
subsoil of the valley—and all too often lie right at the surface.

THE CLOVER IN THE FIELD showed perhaps half its 
blossoms turning brown, with the bumble bees still busy in the 
opening blooms. It could go several more days—but we're faced 
‘with many problems in handling this season’s hay and don’t 
want to get too much of it on the ground at one time, Help is 
gearce as hens’ teeth and Perry and I will have to handle the 
job alone, with young William to drive the team to the hay 
wagon while we pitch up the shocks from each side. So I 
gtart back for the house, remembering a story of David Gray- 
sons, written long ago, of a summer day spent mowing. “There 
is a tide also in the affairs of clover,” he says, “and if the 
farmer would profit by his crop, it must be taken at the flood.” 
He and his neighbor, Dick Sheridan, with one gallus to his 
overalis and his scythe carried jauntily over his shoulder, 
attacked the field that morning with their mowing blades as 
goon as the dew was well off the grass. Looking down the long 
ridge, I thanked my stars that, although perspiration and 
aching back muscles are still a part of both putting up hay and 
feeding it out, we'd attack this crop with the benefit of a 
geven-foot blade made possible by the combined genius of 
Henry Ford and Harry Ferguson. 
oR 
BACK AT THE MACHINE SHED, I rigged up a flushing 
bar on the front of the tractor—a long pole with a couple of 
light chains dangling from it. These chains, dragging through 
the grass some six feet ahead of the mower blade, will flush 
any quail or other birds: nesting in the hay in time to stop the 
machine or raise the blade on the hydraulic lift so that the nest 
may be saved. The haying season is hard enough at best on the 
smaller forms of wildlife and this precaution is well wotth 
taking. Perry has the tractor greased and ready to go, I tell 
him to bring his big white mares up after lunch to start the 
raking—and the haying season igs under wa:

useless legs and a back so bowed 
that, in all probability, he will 
for the rest of his life have to 
Wear a girdle with iron stays. 


Jim and I got pretty well 
acquainted sitting there on that 
grass. In fact we got so well 
acquainted that we talked about 
what awful nuisances girdles are 
at all times and what particular 
instruments of torture they are in 
hot weather. 


“Even if I never get better 
enough to get out of this old corset 
and these braces on my legs, I'll 
tell you one thing,” young Jimmy 
faced his facts cheerfully. “Being 
crippled isn’t going to keep me 
from growing up to be a lawyer.” 

Sitting there in the sun, I said 
a little prayer for Jimmy: “Please 
God, let this lad be a lawyer.” 
Perhaps Jimmy won't need that 
prayer. As so often happens to 
youngsters who have borne a great 
burden so early in life, Jimmy has 
what it takes to be what he wants 
and be good at it.

T Shriners’ Hospital for Crip- 
Apia Children there are many 

lads like Jim. Some, perhaps, 
are not so engaging. But they 
are all alike in that they are either 
crippled, deformed or disfigured. 
There are little girls, too, girls 
with flower faces and limbs so 
horribly contorted that it makes 
your heart hurt to look at them. 


No one of the 120 beds at 
Shriners’ Hospital is ever vacant 
and always there is a waiting list 
of little children who need the 
care of this great charitable insti- 
tution on South, Kingshighway. 
Last year 405 crippled youngsters 
of every race, creed and color 
were discharged, either as cured, 
or immeasurably helped. All were 
children of parents who could not 
afford to pay doctor and hospital 
bills. All were either victims of 
the dreaded poliomyelitis or chil- 
dren suffering from tuberculosis 
of the bone, or congenital defor- 
mities such’ as hare lip and wry 
neck, or youngsters born with club 
feet or twisted into little sem- 
blance of human beings by hor- 
rible burns. 


At first thought it might seem 
that a hospital filled to overflow- 
ing with children with disfigured 
faces, twisted bodies and useless, 
dangling limbs would be a de- 
pressing place. At Shriners’ the 
opposite is true. The happy 
laughter of a hundred children 
rings in the corridors and on the 
playgrounds, and after and hour 
or two in the great institution you 
forget that you are not among 
whole, healthy and active chil- 
dren.

And 
bear in mind the tendency of 
technical advances to acceler- 
ate -- greater progress was 
made between 1914 and 1944 
than in the previous 50 or even 
100 years, 

By 2000 A.D. any airplane

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date. The trip from New York 
to London will take ebout an 
hour in the air; although un- 
less our social and economic 
ideas keep pace with scientific 
progress, the customs and im- 
migration formalities will still 
waste an hour at each end! 


Business men will think noth- 
ing of flying from one conti- 
nent to another for lunch and 
getting back in good time to 
sign the letters dictated before 
they left. Need I add that 
they will not dictate to a hu- 
man stenographer? Machines 
for transferring the spoken 
word directly and automatical- 
ly to paper will have been in- 
vented, possibly adjustable ac- 


coustically to take jnto ac- 
count the “accent” of the 
speaker. 


Radio-active or so-called “ex- 
plosive” fuels may have largely 
replaced petroleum transport. 
Men will have circled the moon 
and returned in atomic-power 
space-ships (if the necessary 
money has been spent on re- 
search). Possibly they will 
have landed and explored the 
face of the moon with the aid 
of elaborate clothing which will 
make that developed for “frog- 
men” in the war seem simple. 


Moon and stratosphere trips 
will just be passing from the 
hands of the scientists to that 
of the tourist agencies who 
will promise spectacular views 
of the earth and stars and 
“positively mo discomfort due 
to acceleration, low pressure or 
other causes.” 

Jet or rocket aircraft travel- 
ing two or three hundred miles 
above the earth, developed for 
meteorology and radio re- 
search, will take sight-seers up 
for a novelty, as did airplanes 
20 years ago. 


Problems of radio interfer- 
ence and fading may be solved 
by the construction in space, 
some thousands of miles from 
the earth, of artificial satel- 
lites. Radio signals will be 
“beamed” to transmitters on 
these satellites so that tele- 
vision, from any point to any 
other on the earth will be made 
possible without expensive 
ground links. 

We shall still need to travel 
short distances, of course, and 
the motor car of 2000 A.D. may 
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be triphibious—equally at home 
in the air, on land and in water. 
New metals and new fuels will 
make it possible for pocket-size 
engines: to develop many times 


the power of present day eight 
oylinder models. 

The problem of housing and 
slums however will still be with 
us. For our grandchildren will 
be blaming the people of the 
post-war period for not fore- 


seeing the developments that 
must take place. 
Building a house without 


means for keeping its rooms at 
an even comfortable tempera- 
ture throughout the year will 
be considered as stupid as 


building a house without win- 


dows today. A score of elec- 
tronic devices will dust, sweep, 
cook, open ‘the door, watch the 
baby and generally do the 
housework, 


Clothes so cheap that they 
can be thrown away after a 
few wearings will perhaps just 
be coming in. They will be re- 
garded with suspicion’ at first, 
but people will rapidly see the 
economic, and hygienic advan- 
tages of shirts and socks which 
which can be worn and dis- 
carded instead of being clum- 
sily and continually spoiled by 
laundries. 


As clothes become more 
“functional” for work and 
leisure, so they may become 
more fantastic for formal oc-

women wil] realize the stupidity 
of dealing with a dozen bags 
and pieces of cloth cut in odd 
shapes; based on tradition and 
the days when swords were 
worn, 


Food will be far more abun- 
dant and varied owing to im- 
proved technique in preserva- 
tion. Cooking in the home, at 
any rate in large cities, will be 
almost unknown, Housewives— 
if they still call themselves that 
-—will only need to place ready- 
made dishes from the deep- 
freezer into the electronic oven 
for 7 few seconds to dish up a 
meal, 


There will be no washing of 
dishes, etc. Plates and cutlery 
will be made of plastics so in- 
expensive that they need not 
be used again, Once used, they 
would simply be pitched into 
a salvage bin to be sent to an 
established plant where they 
would be cleaned, broken up, 
and remade into shiny new ta- 
bleware. Sueh plastics of the 
future will be so cheap and so 
light it won't be necessary to 
use normal crockery. 


Radio and television will be 
standard installations in apart- 
ment buildings and houses, like 
electric light and water. Pock- 
et radios no larger than a 
cigarette case will be. carried 
to receive phone calls when 
walking in the street. 

I have said nothing about the 
“atom bomb.” The question 
mark here is not what will be 
possible with it, but what will 
be done with it; which is not 
a scientific matter. But the 
products of atomic fission, used 
commercially, will have pro- 
vided us not only with greater 
power resources but also count- 
less thousands of new sub- 
stances. 


This will enable the chemist 
and the engineer to produce a 
great new range of materials 
from drugs of far greater ef- 
fectiveness than any known to- 
day to metals of immense 
strength and great lightness. 

This is a very short tour of 
the year 2000 A.D. which some 
of my readers will live to see, 
I do not believe that in the 
next 20 years science will dis- 
cover how to extend the span 
of life to 150 years or even 100 
and I do not, therefore, neces- 
sarily expect to share their 
great opportunities. 

I was a comparatively young 
man when I wrote “The Fu- 
ture” and was laughed at by 
many for my forecasts. Now 
nearly all of them are realities 
and some seem ludicrously old- 
fashioned. 

Do not forget that to men 
and women of the. far future 
with a thought capacity so 
great that even some slight de- 
‘gree of telepathy might be pos- 
sible, we shall be looked upon 
with the mixture of pity and 
contempt which we ourselves 
now reserve for savages. 

Women have not yet begun 
to think. Their lives are large- 
ly devoted to the discovery of 
new methods of interesting 
men. 


Engineers have not found 
how to prevent the waste of 
almost 75 per cent of their 
hard won fuel, artificial light 
has an efficiency of 3 or 4 
per cent, and financiers still be- 
lieve that a hole in the ground 
full of gold is true wealth. 

We cannot even cure the 
common cold! Our bodies re- 
tain the fishlike, and certainly 
the monkeylike attributes of 
our ancestors. We fight—like 
animals. 

Yes, we are savages, but we 
have learned one thing. We 
know in our hearts that what 
is good enough today is far 
too bad for our great “tomor- 
row.”

HIS has been the drinkingest 
T town in the United States, if 

not the world, since 1940. And 
it is here that that great organi- 
zation, Al¢oholics Anonymous, has 
done some of its noblest work in 
combatting a disease which our 
archaic law-enforcing system still 
regards as a misdemeanor. 

From 1934 to 1946 the district 
authorities arrested 318,000 drunks 
in Washington and sent 137,000 
of them to jail to sweat out their 
screaming meemies, 

At the height of Washington's 
war-time fever, 
soared close to 40,000, and dis- 
trict judges handed down 13,000 
jail sentences. 

Washington alcoholic annals 
showed some classic repeaters. 
One D. C. bottle man’s name has 
shown up on the police blotter 
250 times. There are others who 
have been arrested from 50 to 175 
times. One man has been put be- 
hind bars 195 times for zigging 
when. he should have zagged. 
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The District’s drunks have cost 
the municipality between 5 million 
and 8 million dollars over the com- 


tipplers in AA have been provid- 
ing conclusive proof that excessive 
drinking is a curable malady, not 
a misfeasance.

THAT FORTUNE HAS been 
wasted, any AA will tell you. But 
they persevere and with the aid 
of such distinguished offices as 
those of Yale University, and 8t. 
Elizabeth's and Gallinger Hospi- 
tal psychiatrists 
making steady gains in what must 
have seemed a pretty barren civic 
field. 

Dr. Winfred Overholser, of St. 
Elizabeth’s, is authority for the 
fact that between one third and 
one half of all alcoholics treated 
scientifically at that hospital have 
been cured or considerably aided. 

Dr. Robert A. Felix, of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, states that at least a third 
of the nation’s souses, male and 
female, can be cured by proper 
medical and psychiatric treatment.

Whethe? they were cymlings, 
crookneck, vegetable marrow or 
zucchini, they were washed, left 
whole and unpeeled and popped 
into lightly salted boiling .water 
just to simmer wuntilt tender. 
Then they were drained, and 
served with butter, salt, pepper 
and lemon juice. They bore no 
similarity whatsoever to their 
grown-up relatives. 

These liftie delicacies also could 
be fried by cutting them in slices 
(although unpeeled), sprinkling 
them with salt and pepper, dip- 
ping them in flour, and cooking 
them in a little butter until soft 
and tender. Usually 10 minutes is 
enough. 

‘Young yéllow crookneck squash 
is delicious when prepared with 
sour cream. Heat about 3 table- 
spoons fat in a pan and cook a 
sliced onion in it for five minutes, 
Then add, say, 2 pounds yellow 
ecrookneck squash, sliced, and con- 
tinue to cook until slightly brown. 
Then add one cup thick sour 


cream and simmer all together’ 


until squash is tender. Season to 
taste and add a dash of paprika 
for color. 

Little whole zucchini may be 
bolied in salted water until al- 
most tender; then put in a but- 
tered baking dish; season with 
‘galt, pepper, lemon juice and dots 
of butter, and bake yntil done. If 
you like, serve with finely crum- 
bied crisp cooked bacon over the 
top of the squash. ea 
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COLD SOUP: Always on the 
prowl for good new cold soups, I 
was delighted to find one being 
served at a recent dinner that is 
quite unusual and very good, 

Wash and pee! about eight ten- 
der, young raw beets. Put them 
through a meat grinder, carefully 
saving all the juice. Put the 
ground beets in a bowl, pour a 
littie warm water over them and 
let them stand for half an hour. 
Strain through a sieve and add 
any saved beet juice. Altogether 
you should get about two cupsful. 

Simmer two cans of tomatoes 
in a pan with one onion, chopped 
fine, a few bits of celery and two 
cups water. Strain the juice off 
clear. Don't let any pulp get 
through. 

Peel two cucumbers, remove 
seeds and cut meat in small dice. 
Soak in ice water to crisp, Mix 
the beet and tomato juices, adding 
enough sharp French dressing to 
flavor well. Season with salt and 
pepper to taste. Just before serv-

Broadway Gold 


Hollywood Pays Huge 
Sums tor Stage Hits 


By Jack O'Brian 


NEW YORK, June ‘21 (AP). 

ESPITE Broadway's patronizing impudence toward Hollywood, 

the local theatrical lads nevertheless manage to get together 

with the folks from the films who buy Broadway plays for 
celluloid transfer. Estimates on how much money shifted hands in 
recent deals range from $4,000,000 to $7,000,000, 

The difference in the estimates is represented by the fact that 
gome of the cinema purchases include involved financial arrange- 
ments, such as percentage of a picture’s gross receipts or a percentage 
of the profits. Some of the plays were bought before their Broadway 
arrivals, and these, too, have a complicated arrangement which raises 
the purchase price with the length of the Broadway engagement. 

Such trade psychology therefore justifies the purchase of Lindsay 
and Crouse’s “Life With Father” for a down payment of $500,000, 
plus a 50-50 split of the film’s profits between the Broadway man- 
agement and authors, and Warner Brothers, which bought the long- 
run champ. Conservative estimates set the ultimate return to 
Lindsay and Crouse; to Oscar Serlin, who produced, and to the 
investors, at somewhat more than $1,000,000. 

Lindsay and Crouse also sold their “State of the Union” on a 
somewhat similar arrangement, making these wrens lads the top 
literary earners of the theatrical season.

TOP MUSICAL PURCHASE was “Annie Get Your Gun,” which 
went to Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer for $650,000 as a vehicle for Judy 
Garland. ‘One local drama critic suggested M-G-M should have 
bought the musica! for $50,000 and should have paid Ethel Merman 
the other $600,000 to appear in the film. 

Despite the fact it was a flop on Broadway, Moss Hart’s “Chris- 
topher Blake” made out nicely financially, the price tag being 
$310,000 plus a percentage of the Warner Brothers’ picture's gross, 
making it undoubtedly the most solvent turkey of the season. Norman 
Krasna's “John Loves Mary” was sold for $150,000 before it opened, 
plus a sliding scale as it continues on Broadway, which ultimately 
will bring it $350,000 from the Brothers Warner. The Warner's also 
purchased “Johnny Belinda” for $65,000 and “Flamingo Road,” an 
outright local flop, for $50,000.

R-K-O PICTURES dabbled entirely in productions which either 
didn’t get to Broadway at all or, when they did, as they say on the 
big street, laid an egg: The film firm paid $50,000 for “It Takes 
Two,” which sputtered briefly and closed; $100,000 for “Barnaby 
and Mr. O'Malley,” plus a graduated percentage of the picture profits 
despite its demise on the tryout circuit before even getting to town. 
It bought “The Night Is Young,” an unproduced play, ave an un- 
announced sum. 

Hollywood Producer Charles K. Feldman bought “The Glass 
Menagerie,” one of the bigger hits of two seasons, ago, for $200,000 
plus an unusual percentage arrangement: 8 2-3 per cent of the pic- 
ure's profits plus 11-3 per cent of the gross over $400,000. Universal- 
International paid $250,000 against 10 per cent of the distributors’ 
gross for “Another Part of the Forest”; $200,000 plus 25 per cent of 
the profits for “Song of Norway,” and $100,000 for the musical 
comedy, “Are You With It?” 


COLUMBIA sanheiioee béct another of the past season’s 
flops, “The Big Two,” for $100,000 before it opened here, plus a 
mounting percentage toward a ceiling price of $250,000. Sam Goldwyn 
bought “Billion Dollar Baby” for $75,000 and “Take Three Tenses” 
for $50,000 plus an upward spiraling agreement toward a top of 
$150,000.

Are these and former tragedies 
inherent in air commerce? Is 
the matter from a public stand- 
point to be summed up in accus- 


toming ourselves to a new way of 
dying? Does air commerce think 
that eventually the public press 
will become weary of putting spec- 
tacular accidents in the head- 
lines? 

, In the writer’s judgment a sharp 
negative is the answer in all three 
cases. 

For more than 30 years I have 
been intimately connected with 
aviation in one capacity or an- 
other and for almost half of that 
time concerned with accident in- 
vestigation. : 

Experience has taught me that 
the crux of air safety is the atti- 
tude of those who utilize the air- 
Plane. By those who utilize the 
airplane I mean the entire organ- 
ization of aviation, including gov- 


ernment authority, boards o% di- 


rectors, airline management, 
Pilots, mechanics, dispatchers, 
weather forecasters, traffic con- 
trol officials, dirport managers, 
and all the rest including the 
traveler. 
All Have Contributed. 

Congress has contributed to air- 
line accidents by pressure on air- 
lines to become ‘Prematurely self- 
sustaining. Government has con- 


tributed by an unrealistic method 


of regulation. Directors have con- 
tributed by premature pressure 


for profits. Airline management 
has contributed by premature 
over-expansion, Labor has con- 
tributed by the same blundering 
tactics employed in ranks where 
the workman is not required to 
be a perfect scientist. The public 
hag contributed by pressure for 
quality of service which cannot 
yet be safely furnished. 
President Truman has appointed 
a board to investigate safety in 
air commerce, he has chosen the 
majority of the members of the 
board from the ranks of organized 
aviation. How naive! Physician, 
heal thyself.

Two New York Patrolmen Fish 
A Man Out of the Water 


Dramatic rescue of a man from drowning in the East River last Monday 
morning was the unexpected sequel of an automobile crash in New York.

ONSIDERING that up to 12,000 spectators

T. LOUIS’ tallest structure was completed last 
weekend when the antenna was hoisted to top of 
KSD-TV’s new tower. Tall-tower construction re- 

quires a technique all its own. It involves special en- 
gineering problems in getting up materials and com- 
puting stresses, and in working at hazardous heights 
under unusual hundicaps. Over-all height of structure 
from street, including the surmounting air beacon, is 
946 feet. : 

Broadcasting tower proper is an open triangular 
framework of bent sheet steel, tapering to a height 
of 454 1-2 feet above roof of Post-Dispatch Annex. 
Antenna mast and beacon go up another 42 1-2 feet. 
Building roof is 49 feet above street. 

Legs of steel framework are anchored to steel 
girders that are tied into reinforced concrete piers cap- 
ping foundation columns of building. Base of tower is 
designed to sustain weight of structure's 71 tons of 
steel, upward pull on legs from wind pressure against 
sides, and added downward pressure on legs from 
wind. Built to resist 100-mile-an-hour wind, structure 
has anticipated sway of 18 inches. 

Tower was prefabricated in Pittsburgh and in 
Columbus, Ohio, shipped here with pieces numbered, 
and assembled by following correspondingly num- 
bered blueprint. It is held together with strongly 
locked bolts and nuts, bolts ranging from five-eighths 
to one-and-a-half inches in thickness. First tower 
pieces were lifted into place from roof of annex. La- 
ter pieces, or sections oe together on roof, were 
hoisted by winch using half-inch steel cable over a 

ulley at top of a basket pole. Basket pole is wooden 
cides suspended on cables attathed to legs of tower. 


A crew of seven iron workers—specialists in tow- 
er and bridge jobs—put the structure together. Three, 
including superintendent, were ground workers, hand- 
ling steel on annex roof. Four were tall-tower men, 
who clambered casually about at dizzy heights, swung 
on cables, walked narrow struts free-handed—all to 
the fascination of passersby and persons in adjoining 
buildings. 

Tall-tower men worked without safety belts, spe- 
cial handlines, or other safequards—they placed their 
reliance on rubber soles and their own sure footed- 
ness. They swung about under the handicap of about 
30 pounds of tools slung around their waists. Usually 
weight was added to by pouch of bolts and nuts. 

Tower men got to their work on cable that car- 
ried up materials, came down on ladder installed in 
tower to service lights. Ladder is inside framework 
to 409 feet, where there is a catwalk, then outside to 
antenna mast. Flashing red beacon at top is reached 
by climbing antenna wings. There are inside cat- 
walks at the 136-foot height, where three lights are 
located, and at 262 feet, where there are two bea- 
cons. Two coaxial cables, each for both television 
and frequency modulation, will connect antenna with 
transmission system in annex. 

Only inducement for the hazardous tall-tower 
work was the men’s liking for it. Pay for tall-tower 
men was the same as ground workers—the Iron Work- 
ers’ Union scale of $2.25 an hour, double that for all 
time over eight hours a day, for Saturdays, Sundays, 
and holidays. Scales vary in different localities. Tall- 
tower men mostly move about country from job to job. 
Members of this crew make about $5000 a year.

Wedding Cake—Modern Layer Type 


> 


On confectioners’ “nails” as bases, roses are formed; 
e pastry points are the tools. Center is made first, then it is 


enclosed. Petals are added last and rose is set aside to dry 


By FRANCES DAWSON 


ASHIONS in wedding cakes have changed. Rich cakes 
with hard white icings, silver-trimmed, have given 
way to more delicate, layer-type cakes. Icings are in 

pastel tints and most of the decorations are edible. 

The Lee Kulla Bake Shop uses a hot milk cake recipe 
for most wedding cakes. When the cake is large a pound 
cake is used as a base because it gives better support to 
the “upper tiers. Decorations are made with tinted icing 
put through a pastry tube. 

For hot milk cake eggs are beaten, sugar is added and 
the mixture beaten for 10 minutes. Flour, salt, and baking 
powder are sifted together and folded quickly into egg mix- 
ture. Hot milk, butter, and vanilla are stirred in last, batter 
is turned into greased and floured cake tins and baked in 
a moderate oven (350 degrees) for 30 minutes. 

INGREDIENTS. The following will make two layers, 
eight inches in diameter, of this wedding cake: Three 
whole eggs and one egg yolk, one and one-half cups 
sugar, one and one-half cups flour, one and one-half tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-half teaspoon salt, three-fourths 
cup milk, two tablespoons butter, one teaspoon vanilla. 

To make icing, blend two cups powdered sugar, one 
cup butter and shortening, and one unbeaten egg white, 
then beat well. Add more sugar to make stiff icing for 
decorations. A paper cornucopia, clipped at point, serves 
as a pastry tube.
